"You must 
believe," the words often appeared without force, 
and almost without meaning; but no sooner 
did he utter those, or similar words, than the 
wisdom of God was manifest, and Gospel truth.

To some who had no personal knowledge of 
hifl character, — having never heard the wisdom

well known that ihe subject of this Memoii wu 
apt to teach. He ivasmost fruitful in exyedienla 
sad illustrations, to help (he underslanding and 
the confidence of the seeking souL A young 
man, a member of our society, one of much in- 
telligence, and more than ordinary strength of 
mind, who has since died in faith, observed to 
me one day in iiis affliction, " Until I saw your 
excellent (alher, it seemed to me I never met 
with any ono whose exposition of faith came 
within the reach of my undentanding; but his 
remarks on the nature of that important grace 
were clear and forcible in an extraordinary 
degree, commending themselves to my reason, 
as well as to my heart and conscience : And," 
he added, "suffer me to say. If his papers shall 
&11 into your hands, you will be guilty of an 
act of injustice to the world, if you do not give 
them to the puhlic." 

His illualrationa, which told so remarkably, 
were commonly of the most simple kind. En- 
tering into the house of a poor man, known to 
him to he deeply and sorrowiiilly concerned for 
the salvation of^his soul, he found him blowing 
the fire, to assist in preparing the ordinary meaL 
My fether said to him , "John, if you had half 
as much fiiith in Jesiis Christ aa you havo ia 
those bellows, you would be set at liberty in a 
moment," This at once brought the subject of 
&ilh in Christ within the man's reach ; in aa 
instant he saw — he felt — he believed — and was 
n all bia sins and sor 
9 woald seize oa any <i^mig o^ 
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the senses, and in one way or other render it" 
subservient to his great object, the brine'ing of 
the sou] to Jesus : Aiidliis deeply spiricual mind, 
clear conceptions of the subject, and great sim- 
■ plicity of soul, rendered this mode of instruction 
nighly interesting and profitable. 
j Ho would often put the person who was 
*eag(iily inquiring after Christ, to read an ap- 
propriate Scripture, or verse of a hymn ; telline 
him, that he must try to read for himself IC 
at the first reading, his heart did not take hold of 
the truth, he would be required to read over 
the portion more carefully, again and again. 
In this way he has helped many a poor mourn- 
er over the bar of unbelief Closely connected 
with this method of instruction, he had another, 
which was equally successful: At some ap- 

r'te turn of expression, he would stop short 
sorrowful and heavy -laden reader, look him 
in the face, with the feelings of a devoutly melt- 
ing heart visible in his eyes, show him what 
was contained in, and his nght to, what his lips 
had uttered; and then, in &.e most persuasive 
and affectionate manner, inquire if he did not 
perceive the meaning, and believe the gracious 
truth, contained in the words which had now 
dropped from his own lips. Thus many, ere 
they were aware, felt themselves gemly borne 
from the fearful precipice of mibelief^ and set 
down amidst the ocean of redeeming love. Of 
this I bavB an instance before me, detailed iun. 
letter from one of my father's cones^wieoSa" 
The writer saya of bim, " He wBtA ■wiOn to»,' 
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Idndled within, and presently, we were all in a 
blaze of love, shouting and praising God to- 
gether; and, what is matter of greatest praise, the 
saTOur of the good then received we retain to 
ihia day," 

As to the true nature, the object, and the 
frails of faith, h« never misled the inquirer by 
new and strange notions, but uniformly kept in 
the good old way. With him the immediale 
and constant fruits of full Christian feilh, were, 
"Pardon.and holiuesa,andheaven;" thsobject 
of this feilh, " Christ crucified ; " and as to the 
nature of it, he ever maintained that the power 
to believe was from God, that the act of believing 
was necessarily ours; and that the former was 
received, and we latter perfornied, only in the 
Bpirit of prayer. St. Paul's definition of feith, 
" Now &ith IS the substance of things hoped for, 
the evidence of things not seen," Heb. jd 1, he 
greatly admired, and often quoted; and the 
marvellous effects of &ith detailed in that chapter 
were much his theme in life and in death. Faith 
Bubdued all his evils, repaired all his breachea, 
supported and solaced him under all his trials 
and sorrows, made the fulness of Christ all his 
own, and empowered him with an abilityto be- 
come an immense blessing to multitudes ; hence 
the prominence which he gave to it in his public 
addresses, his private conversations, and spiri- 
tual letters ■ and hence, also, the bold relief in 
which it will be foimd the grace of faith stands 
in the subsequent narrative. Should there fag] 
any who call for a defence of l.\\ra v^^iliiiiBd 
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in the hook, we may Tefer ihem for such & de- 
fence to the example contained in the teaching 
of Jesus Christ and the apostlea. 

Of all the Weslejran tenets, none was receiifed 
by my fitlber mote heartily than the doctrine of 
Christian Perfection. He saw it with the eyet 
that compiled the Wesleyaii Hynm-Book, vA^J 
throughout his long Ciiriatian career, he ^el^jE^H

) be just as important as Mr. Wesley himMV ^ 
did, when he said, " It is the grand depositan 



which God has given to the people called Me- 
thodists ; and chiefly to propagate Uiis, it ap- 
pears, God raised ihem up." " Where it is not 
preached, there is seldom any remarkable bles- 
sing of God ; and, consequently, Ultle addition 
lo the society, or little life in the members of it 
Speak, and spare not. Let not regard lo any 
man induce youlo betray the truth of God. Till 
you press believers to expect full solvation note, 
yon must not look for any revival." " That 
point — that we may be saved from all ain in this 
life — can hardly ever be insisted upon in 
preaching ot prayer without a particular blea- 
aing. Honest J. B. firmly believes this doctrine: 
but I wish, when opportunity serves, you would 
encourage him, I. To preach Christian perfr-" ' 
lionconslanlly.strongty.expiicitly; 2. Eiplici' 
lo assert and prove, that it may be received nr 
And, 3.

tered wilh the full tide of feeling and of convic- 
tion. Il was no mnaer of speculation wilt him. 
He had felt hia wanl of si7ch a blessing as is 
nnderstood by the words Christian perfection, 
entire sanctificBtion, or perfect love. Unaided 
by humaa teaching, he searched the Scriptures, 
and (bund that Goi had clearly promised il ; 
by the prayer of faith he applied to the throne 
of grace for it ; and the Spirit of holiness, with 
glorious power and demonstration, revealed it in 
bis heart. Hence, neither men nor devils, 
could shake his fiiith in the verily of this doc- 
trine ; nor could his tongue, or humble pen, be 
silent in recommending it to all believers with 
whom he had intercourse; and his success in 
this forme one of the most striking features of 
his brief history. 

From his distinct profession on this point, to- 
gether with the large developemenl of his ex- 
perience contained in this volume, some little 
tnMTuciion perhaps may be gained on the prac- 
tical bearings of the doctrine. As far as his 
■views and expcripnce go. we learn, I. Thai 
perfect love admits of a direct and salisfecfory 
testimony from the Spirit, as to the lime when 
God accomplishes ihe great work within ua.

As Mouseholc ia so often mentioned in tlie 
ensuing pages, jl will doubtless be an object of 
interest to some readers; and, therefore, a. brief 
notice of it here may not be unacceptable. It 
lies about three miles south-west of Penzance, 
on the shore of Mount's Bay. Prior to the 
reign of <^ueen Elizabeth, when it was burned 
by the Spaniards, history informs us, it was a 
town of considerable notoriety. It is very plea- 
santly situated; and, at present, bears the cha- 
racter of a compact, interesting village ; contain- 
ing about one thoosaiul inhabitants, whose aub- 
sistance is derived almost entirely from fishing. 
Upwards of fifty years the Methodists have had 
[here a numerous society; which has imiformly 
home a very high character for its Christian 
simplicity, and inielligent, fervent, and stable 
piety. Its number was small, not exceeding 
twenty, when ray father, sixty-four years ago, 
first united himself to it. Their place of wor- 
ahip vras theuasmall room in a dwelling house. 
Soon afterwards they removed into a disagree- 
able place, used as a cellar for curingfish. After 
awhile, they fitted up for public worship a large 
npper room, the beams of which gave way, 
with a tremendous crash, the first time the 
congregation assembled in it. My &ther was 
present on the occuaion : No lives were lost by 
the accident. Their first chapel was built in 
J783, at the tirae the Rev. Joseph Taylc 
iram/Jedia Cornwall; whose labouia wet 
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blessed at Mousehole, 09 well us in other parts 
of the county. In 1 6 1 3 thia chapel was greatly 
enlarged But still being- loo limited in its 
dimensions to contain the congregntion, this 
gave place to B much larger one, in 1833, 

For such a place, this chapel is n noble- 
looldng' building, is beautifully siltiaied, will 
contain about eight hundred hearers, and is 
remarkably well aiiended. The number of the 
society is at present about three hundred.* 

• Daciag thcume period, the ioLcren^or Tehgigiv 
In the county, aij conn£C[ed wilti Melbodisia, has 

KDgiessed ia a similar manner. Ac tlie Confeienee 
fore my father join-jd Ihe Socielf, the space now 
included In the Cornish disltici, (aboul iwo-tbirdi 
of the snperficius of ihe couniy,) comaioed iwo cir- 
cuits, seven preachers, and two thousand three 
hundred sad eleven members. AtihaiiJme there 
were no schools, and but fev chapels er local preach- 
ers. At the Conference which preceded my fattaer'a 
death, ihere were within the same limits, ibincen 
circuits, twcntj-fire preachers, eighteen thouifand 
one hdodred and twenty-two members in society, 
and about nineteen Chousaad children in our Sundaj- 
scbooL'!, two hundred and ninety local preachers, 
two hundred and twenty chapels, and, as nearly at 
ean be esiimaied, about fifiy-tii'e ihoosand hearers. 
] Wilbin the same period, the Methodist Connexion 
throughout the world has increased with equal 
rajildity.

In 1M4, the total number of 
preachers was three thousand seven hui^red and 
seventy ; and the total umnant of members in the 
different parts of the globe, one miiUoatNe. "Kwot- 
iied and Rfty-eigbt. " Let no man gW") «i iMsa.-.

In the perusal of ihe following personal 
oarrative, it should be borne in mind, that, as an 
Author, my fiither laboured under peculiar dis- 
advantages; such, indeed, I apprehend, as 
cannot be easily paralleled in the history of 
literature. Here b the singular instance of a 
man writing a Tolume for the instruction of the 
world, and raising himself into very extensive 
notoriety and esteem by his epistolary corres- 
pondence; who, at the advanced age of sixty- 
five, had never written a single sentence I At 
this period the utmost performance of his pen 
was to mark hisclass-book, or class-paper; and, 
on a rare occasion, when circumstances required 
something of the kind, to put together, with 
much eflbrl, the letters of the alphabet which 
composed his name. As he used with much 
regularity to mark his class-paper, when he 
returned from meeting, and commonly filled up 
the ruled interstices with the letter P, I remem- 
ber my mother used now and then humorously 
lo rally him about the extent of his penman- 
ship ; telling him, the utmost he could do was 
to make P's, To this circumstance, however. 
by rendering him somewhat familiar with the 
use of a pen, I am inclined to believe, we are, 
in a great degree, indebted for the benefit which 
he has conferred on others, by his subsequent 
lather voluminous writing. In page 276 al- 
lusion is made lo the circumstance which 6jat 
called forth the use of his pen. From tfflt 
J^eraB avenue of new pleasure and usefulu 
^^tpea to his active and benCToWt. ii '" 
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and now thousaoda of closely written pases in 
his Iiatid-wiiting attest how piously ana dili- 
gently he improved it. He, indeed, presents 
the remaikable phenomenon of a person who, 
with gre^ dilig^ce, toiled in business above 
"half a century, acquired a suiEciency to retire 
with credit and comfort to hiraself ; and who, 
with his pen, £l!ed up volumes, and wrote 
hundreds of letters; and yet I believe not a 
page or a letter was erer written by him on 
any other topic than experimental and practical 
godliness I Surely this is one way of ihowing 
now fully he " counted all things but loss for 
theeicellency of the knowledge of ChrietJesus 
his Lord." 

After this statement respecting the origin of 
the book, it is presumed with some doc^ree of 
confidence, that the literary reader's indulgence 
will not be asked in vain. The more impor- 
tant part of writing a free and perspicuous 
communicalioii of his thoughts, my father readily 
mastered; yet, from the great simplicity of his 
mind, and the fervour of his soul, he was 
generally drawn out too eagerly to grasp at 
things, to pay much attention to orthographyf _ 
or the arrangement of words in a senteneif*^ 
Still, such was the obvious improvement whilfl 
heinadcineverydepartmentof writmg, durip^ 
the first few years after he commenced wl 

«y be inoflensivcly termed his literary li 
1 1 think it likely, had any one attempi 
I Jiim, at seventy-five, only a 'ef^ few v< 
~ ibject, he would haTS leaiSi,-^ ^ 
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to write with considerable correctness. In the 
mechanical part of the art of writing, he excell- 
ed most laea of his standing in life. I have 
before me a letter on a post sheet, which 
was addressed to me ; it contains upwards of 
two hundred lines, or more matter than is coO' 
tained in ten of the printed pag^s of this book; 
and jet so carefully is the whole written, and 
■o distinctly are the letters formed, thot it is 
just OS legible, and can be read with as much 
ease, as a plain letter ftom a clever school-boy. 
Ab my fiuher'a letters were so mimerouB, 
and mostly ao lengthy, and have in general 
been so carefully preserved by his affectionate 
correspondents, it would have been very easy 
to produce a volume two or three times the 
size of the presenL The few which are inserted 
will serve as a specimen of his piotis eier- 
tions in the epislolary way. Should any of his 
friends be disappointed at not finding their 
letters here, after they had kindly forwarded 
them for the use of the Editor, his apology is, 
he feared to swell the book lo such a magnitude 
aa would necessarily make its price too great 
for a nurneious class of persons, to whom it will

Redruth, July IQlk, 1835. B. C. 
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king's service many yeaca, and died in Green- 
wich h-OspitiiL My mother was a churchwo- 
maa, and one I trust who feared God, and found 
her way to heaven. We were four brothers and 
one sister. I was the youngest of the femily, 
and till I was ten years of age lived with my 
mother ; who during this time, carefully taught 
me to read. A respectable farmer, of the same 
parish, now requested me to come and live 
with him ; to this I cheerfully consented. After 
awhile my master became very earnest aboul 
having an indenture for me; and, just at this 
lime, mv iather happening to come into Ply- 
mouth, ne went up to him. and got me bound 
till I was eighteen years of age. Three years 
aHet this my master died ; hut, as 1 was treated 
with greal kindness, I remained in the family 
eleven years. Daring this time, I was borne 
down by the prevailing sins of the age ; such as 
cock-fighting, wrestling, card-plajfing, and 8ah- 
bath-breokiog ; and though I cannot recolieci 
thai during ihia period I heard a sermon by a 
Methodist preacher, yet I was a regukr atten- 
dant at my parish church. 

When I reflect on these years of my life, I 
cannot but praise God for his kind providence 
over me while I knew hira not. How often am 
I constrained to say, — 
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Twice I was near being drowned; once, wlifo 
m child, by felling into a rivet; once by a^ 
tempting to cross over Hayle, on horselwck, 
when the tide was too high : This was a very 
narrow escape. On another occasion I waa 
thrown from a horse ; and taken up for dead. 

In the year 1771 (he Lord was pleased, is 
his mercy, to convert my si«er ; and having 
tasted that the Lord was gracious, she canm 
from Gwinear, a distance of twelve miles, to ttXt 
us of the happy news, and to warn us to fle« 
from the wrath lo come. Onenteringmymoth8i*B, 
house on the Sabbath morning, 1 was not alittli 
sutpriaed to find my sister on her knees praying 
with my mother and brothers. After she had 
concluded, she soon began to inquire what pre- 
paration I waa making for eternity. I waa 
quite at a loss fi>r an answer. She then asked 
me if I attended the preaching of the Methodists. 
I told her I didnot Upon this she particularly 
requested me to go that night. "And be sure." 
says she, "you hear for yourself."' As the 
evening drew on, I felt a very strong desire to 
go to the preaching, which was at Newlyn, in 
a room on the Maddem side of the river. As 
soon as I entered the place, I steadfestly fixed 
my eyes on the preacher, who vras Mr. Thomas

£ laboured now vaimhed. and I al once saw tlie 
matter in a scripture light: That "no man 
lighteth a candle and pntteth it under a bushel ;"

Here I would remark, how wonderful is 
God's method of saving; sinners, and spreading 
the knowledge of his grace! My sister was 
converted at the distance of many miles from 
U3 ; but, in the fiiluess of her heart, she came 
that distance lo tell us what great things the 
Lord had done for her, and lo invite us to par- 
take of the same salvation. The Lord was 
pleased lo bless her visit, and mate it instru- 
mental in bringing my brother Benedict and 
myself to the knowledge of the truth. 

My brother and I both joined the society at 
Moiisehole at the same time. At this period 
the society there ivas very small, consisting of 
one class only. In this class the principal per- 
sons, whose names I can recollect, were John 
Harvey and his wife, (in whose house both the 
class-meeting and preaching were held,) Jacob 
George and his wife, Joseph Beaden and his 
I wife, John Yeonfen and his two daughtets, and 
Richard Wright, who afterwards bfcame a 
travelling preacher, and was one of the first 
who went to America. 

In the same hajipy frame of mind, which 
God b CO light me into at my conversion, I

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' was I mistaken I I was a young retruit, and 
knew not of the warfare I bad to engage in.

Having never conversed with any one who 
enjoyed purity of heart, nor read any of Mr.

leasingof full aalfatioD. From my first seRtoi 
out in the way to heaven, I d«iti.'rmlni>d ti 
Bible Christian; and though I had not mudi*

into it. This gave me a very clear map of the

What I now wanted was ■' inward holiness ;" and 
for this I prayed and searched the Scriptures. 
Among the number of promises, which I found 
in the Bible, that gave me to see il was my pri- 
vilege to be savea from all sin, my mind was 
particularly directed to Ezek. jcucvi. 25-27 : 
"Then will I sprinkle clean water upoti you, 
and yo shall be clean : from all yottt filihiiiesa, 
and from all your idols, will I cleanse you. A 
new heart also will I g'ive you, and a new spirit 
will I put within you: And I will take away 
the stony heart out of your flesh, and I will give 
you an heart of flesh. And 1 mil put my 
Spirit within you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judgments, and 
do them," This is the great and precious pro- 
I mise of the eternal Jehovah, and I laid hold of 

it, determined not lo stop short of my privilege ; 
for I saw clearly the will uf God was my 
sanciifi cation. The more I examined the Scrip* 
I tares, the more I was convinced that without 

I holiness there could be no heaven. Many were

- andsatan told me that if I evec should get^ufl

in secret prayer. While kiicieling on the thre»hfi 
ing flogi, agonizing for the great salvation, tlui 
promise was applied to my mind. "Thou art 
all Jair, my ]ove ; there is no spot in thee." But, 
like poor Thomas, I was afraid to believe, lest 
I should deceive myself. O what a dreadful 
enemy is unbelief! Thomas w.is undiT its 
wretched inlliipnce only eight days before Jesua 
appeared to him; but I was a fortnight after 
this groaning for dfliverance, and aaying, " Q 
wretched man that 1 am, who shall deliver ittff'i 
from the body of this death 1" I yielded ti 
bclieC instead of looking lo Jesus, and bcli* 
on him for the blessing; not having then cleai 
j ly diacoFercd (hat the witness of the Spirit ' 
I God's gift, not my act, but given to all who 6, 
I ercise fiiilh in Jesus and the promise mad«_ 
through him. At length, one evening, while 
engaged in a prayer-mceiing, the great delivey- 
auce came. I began to exercise failh, t^ W_ 
lieving "I sbal) have the blessing iiQ-w." 
at Ihatmomem a heavenly influence HX' 
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MoHsehole ; it was like being brought from the 
laijd of Goshen into a dry and barren wilder- 
neBS. There was no chapel in the neighbour- 
hood; but at a farm-house, about three quarters 
of a mile distant, we had preaching once a fort- 
liighL Here was a little class, feeble and des- 
titute enough; for it had no leader, (he having; 
beeii removed some time before,) and not one ol 
the members could even asJtist in holding a 
Jirayer-ineeting. When I beheld iheae few 
poor sheep in the wilderness withoul a shep- 
herd, I began to discover the reason why God 
had brought me from the distance of twenty-six 
miles, and fised mc .n this place. 

I took the charge of the little class, and went 
on for some years without seeing much good 
done. At length, two pious men came into 
the neighbourhood for a short lime to work, and 
I was led, in rather a singular manner, and 
without knowing their characters, to give them 
lodging at my house. With their help, a 
prayer-meeting was now commenced ; and 
about this time, I saw it tny duty, though the 
Lord had given me but one talent, to attempt in 
the prayer-meetings to give a word of exhorta* 
lion. I saw sinners perishing withoul repent- 
ance, and the Lord seemed to say to me, " Their 
fl I require at thy hands." With fear and 
[ I opened my mouth to beseech them 
mihe wrath to come. And soon after, 
sat joy, it pleased the Lord lo convince 
°rt a few souls, and add them to oiif f 
1 
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It waa abcmi ibis timn thai the Lord condg. 
Bended to hear prayer, and convert my two 
Jder childrea Reluming one nighl from the 
Uttrterly-ineelinglove-feasial Redtuth, incom- 
Bily with a pious friend, he told me he had the 
LSpeakable nappiness the night before to wit- 
less the conversion of his yoiinw dauehler while 
ie held her in his nnns.

I could pray no more ; my prayer 
was lost in praises ; in shouts of joy and. "Glory, 
g-loTv, glory! the LordwillsaveallmyGimily!'' 
Whila I am writing Ihia, the silent tears flow 
down from my eyns. — His life was quite moral, 
I couH not reprove him for any outward sin. 
In his leisure hours his delight was in studying 
diflerent branches of useftil knowledge: but 
this though good in its place, was not religion ; 
I knew his heart was yet estranged from God. 
A&Bi the answer 1 had in prayer, I waited 
e time, hoping to see the change eflecled iti 
him as it was in his sister and broker ; but iiWC J 
not taking place according to my expectation! 
I felt my mind deeply impressed with the ddt 
of taking the first ouportumty oi 0"peT" 
mhd to him, and talking cloael^ to \! 
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eternal things, I accordingly cnme to him on 
one occasion when ha was, as usual, engaged 
with his books : and with my heart deeply 
affected, I asked hiiu if it was not lime for him 
to enter upon a life of religion. I told him 
''withtears,"iha( I then feh my body was failing, 
and that if any thinof would distress my mind 
in a dying hour, it would he the thought of 
closing my eyes in death before I saw him con- 
verlEd to Goi This effort the Lord was pleas- 
to bless : the truth took hold of his heart ; he 
went with me to the class-meeting', and soon 
obtained the knowledge of salvation by the remis- 
sion of his sin* This was a matter of great 
jny and rejoicing to me and my dear wife; 
we had nowlhe unspeakable happiness of seeing 
all our dear chiklren converted to God, and 
travellins' in the way to heaven with us. 

Our place of worship now again became too 
strait for us; and the society and friends oi 
God's cause had so increaaed, ihot after rouch 
deliberation it was resolved to pull down the 
chapel that had been erected afew years before, 
and build a much larger one on the same site, 
and attach a burying-ground to it. This was 
done accordingly ; but I did not take so promi- 
nent a part in it as on the former occasion ; 
God had now raised up others to take this bur- 
den from me. 

In the month of June, 1813. it pleased the 
jOrd to visit me with a severe and heavy trial, 
' .fcare-acing me of my dearly bek 

"*"'" ' of that painful disease, a tantet 
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breast. In the begicoing of her compla 
two physicians were consulted ; bat, by leai 
ofadiifetertce of opinion between them, it vi 
never cut out. For eighteen months she si 
fered at times indeacribiibly ; but the 1 
wonderfully supported her. She bore up u 
her affliction in a most astonishing mm 
Such were ihemanifestationsof the Dirine _ 
seoce to her soul, that in the midst of her i 
veresl sutferings, aho would often sweetly mig 
her&Tourite hymns : and so loud as to be heara 
OTer all the house, " The God of Abraham 
praiae" waa the hymo she much delighted ia 
singing ; especially these two verses : — 

"The God of Abraham praise, 
WliMB all-si(l!teienl grace 
Shall guide mc all my happy daya 
In all his ways.

ifr when distracted by pain, s

know I should go lo heaven." A short time 
before she expired, she called me and my son 
Benjamin to her bed-side, and requested us to 
sing thai beautiful hymn, — 

" Let earlh and heaven agree." 

She sweetly joined with us as far as her strength 
wouid admit ; and the triumph of faith and love 
contained in the hymn appeared ibe language 
of her heart. Just before she felt asleep in 
JesuB, she said, " The rest shall be glorious." 
1 wBs enabled, without a murmuring thought, 
to ofier her up unto the Lord as his own gill, 
in the full assurance of faith, that we should 
Boon meet in heaven to part no more for ever. 
She was the first person interred in the Ponsa- 
nooth bury in g-g round ; and I intend that my 
bodyshallbepul in the same grave when I die; 
that we may sleep together till the great day 
when the "trumpet atiall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptibie ;" and vie, and 
I trast all <mr dear childreti with us, shall fly 
up and be for ever with the Lord.* 

Soon after this, in the beginning of the year 
1814. a great and glorious revivalbroke out at 
Redruth, and spread to various parts of Corn- 
wall. It was such a revival as my eyes never 
saw before. I call it " a glorious revival," for 
such it proved lo my own soul ; my Eulh waa

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I came very ^neraJ ; and, in the course of tta 

[ foTlowing week, many hundreds in the town 

and neighbourhood, who had before heen living 
in neglect of their souls, were brought into deep 
distress about their spiritual interests, and 
iQiiItitudes of them were enabled with much 
soundness of speech to testify that they had ex-' 
perienced remission of sins. About a week 
after this extraordinary work commenced, the 
rumour of it drew me to the scene, and I spent 
the greater part of one night with the people in 
the chapel. The pungency of 'the "penitential 
pain," the extent of the distress, the fervour of 
devotion, the number of happy young converts 
whose countenances were beaming with joy, fer 
exceeded any thing of the kind I have yet wit- 
nessed. The heavenly flame was soon carried 
to tbe various societies in the circuit ; and in 
those diflerent places, similar scenes were pre- 
sented to tie wondering beholders. At Tudc- 
ingmill, the eflect was so simulianeoiTS, general, 
and powerful, that the meeting which coia- 
menced in the chapel on Sunday the 97th, conl4 
not be broken up, but continued without inters 
mission, lili the Friday morning following. U 
rapidly extended to the neighbouring circuits; 
and, in the course of a few we^ks only, more 
than five thousand of the ignorant, trifling, and 
fc immoral World became seriously concerned

(Before we proceed wiih the narrative, on 
ertracl from his sgconA letter to me may not be 
unacceptahle lo the reader.

"My dear and loving Son, 

" YocR long-cxpt'cted letter came safe lo 
hand, and I was glad to hear that my letter was 
made a blessing lo your soul; but was sorry to 
find yourraindany ways weighed down. Sup- 
pose we are not vessel of gold or silver, you. 
Know the eathenware ought not to be despisecL '' 
Remember the precious Jesus with his tow '~ 
and bason, and leani of him. to be meek a ^ 
lowly of heart, and you shall find rest to your™ 
soitl: and let me tell you, f can lind no other 
way. Besides, more has been done by the ram's 
horn, than by the silver trumpet " A ^ood man 
observes, ' Every one cannot be excellent, yet 
maybe useful. An iron key may unlock illfi 
door of golden treasures. Yea, iron can 4^ 
>ome things that mW cannot.' O what I 
I wretched enemy self is to the poor pilgrim! 
How close it slicks! and may I not say, it is a 
dreadful murderer?

gone o»er my head; and my strength, and 
health, and friends, are departed from me. Bat 
while I am left alone, God is wilh me, and I 



What I feel for you, none knows but God and 
my own aoul. A few days ago, while I was 
going to see one of my ckss, who is sick, 1 was 
praying for you, as I went along the load, and 
God gave me a precious promise for you, and 
assured me his grace was sufficient for yoiL 
At ihia my soul leaped for joy within me, and 
streams of gmtitude flowed (rem my heart lo 
God on your account. O! how strong was 
my feith for you at that time ! My dear son, 
hang on Christ alone; then you vviil be safe, 
and he will moke crooked paths straight, and 
rough places smooth." 

For many months after my son left me to enter 
upon his great and important work, being quit« 
alone on my farm and the prices of all articles 
of produce being in a very fluctuating state, I was 
at times much perple.ved as to the course I 
ought to take for the future. At seasons I was 
much weighed doivn, and could only find com- 
fort in looking from my outward circumstances. 
^ times, the Lord gre-atly comforted me by his 
"■ promises, and I was much blessed Id 

lo maltfi. myself useful to souls. _ I^ 



we follow him in the important movements of 

his new career, in (he leisure of hfe, we may 

e'ofilably spend a few remarks on such trails of 
9 business-churacler as are most worthy of 
notice and imitation. Here he operated within 
a narrow sphere, for which reason his example 
is better calculated to teach ; as the world's 
happiness depends on managing well a tittle, 
rather than much. 

[He was an example of industry ; both as a 
servant, and aa a man pursuing his own busi- 
ness. While he acted under an employer, hia 
diUgen'ie and trustiness in every department of 
bis duty commended him from hia early youth 
to hia inaster'a apec^l esteem and confidence. 
Whatever was cammitled to his care, so &r as 
the diligence of his hand or the fidelity of hia 
heart was concerned, waa in good keeping'; often, 
indeed, fer better than in the owner's own hands. 
As a religious servant, or a servant professing 
godliness, he "adorned thedoctrine of God his 
Saviour in all things." In his own affairs, after 
besetttedona&rm, his industry was proverbial 
He began with little, and got on "by the sweat 
of his brow." To him, however, this was no 
slavery ; for he went forth with cheerful feet, 
and grateful delight, to " labour truly to gel 
his own living, and to do his duty, in thai state 
of life in which it had pleased God to call him." 
His industrious hands soon produced a striking 
change on hia farm. When he entered on it, it 
was a mere desert : on which his nelghboun 
prophesied be would soon aarse-, Wv, vi" ' ' 






few years, ii became a. taTourite spot, exhibit 

ihe happy effecis of good management aad f 

geot culture. As he could not bear eloth ia 
himseU; neither would ho bear it in others; 
hence, as a master, when occasion required, he 
would, with atinging;, stirring words, move on 
those about him. 

(His punctuahty, also, deserves imitation.— 
Whether he was to make a payment, or 
periorm any other duty, the thing must not 
only be done, but it must be done, if possible, 
in the earliest part of the time allotted. Never, 
' perhaps, did a man more practically adhera 
to the ancient maxim of "taking time by tW 
forelock." From what hb had to do, no budM 
ness which belonged to other men could detai^if 
him a moment. No one waited for him ; &tf 
he could no more rob men of their time than of 
their money. In their dealings with him, dis- 
appointment was an evil oirer which none had 
to mourn. The work which should be done 
lo-day was never put off till to-raotrow; not 
what should be attended to in the morning, left 
undone till evening. He seemed always to feel 

(the force of these words; "Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy might :" And, 
as &r as his influence could extend, he endeav- 
oured to make others as prompt as himself 
One of his oft-repeated ana well-remembered 
aphorisms was, "Make haste, for you will find 
the lime all busy." How well had it been for 
_ U)a. honour and mteteat of religion, if this prao- 
^^6ea^[ifgatd to ptutciuality hoA Wen mai^ 
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served, bolh by servants and by men of buai- 

[In his views and habils he was unambitious 
and anti-speculative. " Mind not hig'h things," 
was a precept to whiiih he strictly adhered ; and 
hence, no one could ever draw him aside to 
embark either in vain politics, or in aiiy 
schemes to advance his worldiy mlcreats. — 
With great simplicity he aimed at duty ood 
heaven. He sought nothing more than a, 
moderate competency of this world's good ; for 
this ha qtiietly, honestly, and manfully strug- 
gled ; with this God blessed him ; and, in the 
possession of it, he had the wisdom to live as 
contentedly and happily as most men. After 
the Lord had prospered the labour of his hands, 
he was not ivanlmg in opportunity to enlarge 
his borders ; but all his needs were supplied, 
and he had little inclination to burden himself 
with the unnecessary throes of the world. He 
neither dusired ihe benefits, nor would he par- 
take in the miseries, of speculation. No one 
could ever induce him to take a share in a mine. 
Some of his friends pressed him vehemently; 
but feeling that such undertakings were not to 
him the path of duty, his uniform atiswer was, 
" I am not called to engage in such matters." 
Pot his feithful adherence lo this principle, he 
felt himself amply rewarded at last. Not lonjf 
before he r^uittad his farm, one of his most ind- 
toate friends came to see him, bringing with Mm 
■imiahi^ agent, and they used every argmnm 

' ' power to induce bun to ven,Uaft\-tl^H 
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I he declined having' any thing to do with t1 
I flattering' sdtemeB, " bccauae it wns Dot .._ 
I busiaeaa to venture beyond 'a plough deep-'" 
' Like many other af&ira of the kimC the niino 
I ki questioa soon turned out badly ; and in his 
^ Jast sickness, while gratefully enumeratmg the 
- mercieg of Him who had watched over him 
bII his life long to do him good, my ^ther ob- 
I served to me, with some emotion, that had be 
I auffered himself to be prevailed on in that 
instance, he should have been stripped of all 
\ the little fruits of his industry at a stroke, snd 
; reduced to indigeoce all the remainder of his 
days. What a number of Christian Gimiliea 
irould have been saved from the ruinous snares 
' of riches ; and how many more from the 
, overwclming' trials of disappointments and lail- 
I'ltrcs, had there been ihe same stem adherence 
f to the path of duty, as that which is here ex- 
Viplified in the subject of these memoirs ! 

Another commendable troit in this branch of 
my blher'a character was, his carrying religion 
hm the world, and at the same time keepingthe 
roild out of religion. " Not alothful m busi- 
BS ; fervent in spirit, serving the Lord ;" Oa 
la text his life has sapplied me with a better 
..mtuent than any other I have vet seen : and 
ia such I have frequently qtioted it. He cer- 
mly was not one of those who called upon 
_.od for help, without " setting their shoulder to 
rtie wheel ;" for some who have seen him bo 
Kat the wheel, have, I apprehecid, \Kiajk 
^" free of ieroptalion lo queS-Soti \tin 
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ther he had not forgotten the other part of his 
duly, or at least whether he had a proper confi- 
dence in it j but assuredly, while he actendcd to 
the one, he did not leave the other undone. 
Like the people under the direction of Nehe- 
miah, hehad " a mind to work," and at the same 
time he adopted iheir practice, and "mode hia 
prayer to his God." As he would somelimea 
pounce on the slothful and make them spring, 
so would he with much earnestness admonish 
professors of religion on the importance of their 
eagagiag " in every thing with prayer and sup- 
plication ;" askino; of God "those things whicn 
are requisite and necessary, as well for thehody 
OS the Eoul." When he entered on his farm, he 
could not stock it wiliiout going' into debt : 
This was a burden and a grief unio his soul ; 
and while he rose early, wrought late, and ate 
the bread of carefulness, 1 have heard him say 
how fervently he pleaded with God to bring 
him into those happy circumstances in which 
he should " owe no man any thing." " While," 
says he, " I have followed my cattle to the wa- 
tering, my heart has been eamesliy engaged 
with Goi praying for his blessing on my tem- 
poral afiUirs, and telling him how happy and 
now grateful I should be, if he would condescend 
to give me my little stock free from debt." 
Upon fit opportunities he would endeavour to 
bring religion before worldly men ; hence in 
buying and selling, there was often something 
oul in of the merchandize of a higher order I 
A*p« oSen admired, how natuiaVV^ atvi tco^i 
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he would slip from the world into religion ; at 
the same time keeping both in their pUcr. 
But while he sought thus carefully to bring re- 
ligion into the world, he took efjual care to pre- 
Tent the world from treading on lh«i boundariei 
of religion. In hia attention to the moans of 
grace, he moved with the regutnrity of clock- 
work. Seldom could either company, or falitfue, 
or employment keep him from visiting the place 
jf public worship, from five to seven times a 
week; thon^h the distance was about a mile 
from Ilia residence to the chapel. By pushing 
on the work a little in the former part of ihe 
day, he would find lime even in the bustle of 
harvest, to break off from labour, so that all 
hands, if they were inclined, might attend 
preaching or meeting at night. Often when 
urging on others who profess religion, and are 
pretty much occupied with the world, the im- 
portance and praclibility of their regular atten- 
tion to week-night services. I have been led U 
mention his example as a happy illustratioi 
the thing I wished to reconunend.]

Several friends prayed with her ; but she con- 
tinued to groan under the weight of her guU^ 
load. The cries and waitings of her bndcn 
heart yveie deeply affecwv^.

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Comforter appeared, and she cried out, " The 
Lord bath shaxcn body and sou! over hell, bat, 
blessed be hia name, he hath not let me fatl in I" 
Some time after I met her in class, and she bore 
a lively testimony (hat the Lord had pardoned 
and adopted her into hia family. Brother W, 
J. requested me to visit his father-in-law. He 
eoon began to weep and esckim against him- 
self as a vile sinner. It appeared, that when he 
was a youth of seventeen he knew something 
of religion, but had now long* lived without 
God in the world. He was sensible of his state 
and scarcely dared to look up for pardon, I 
was aflecled to see a man siwy-three years of 
age in such a distressed state of mind. The 
tears which streamed over his aged cheeks told 
the contrition of his heart, I encouraged hiin

s, and make them to bo at peace, if 
we humbly strive lo serve him ? In the matter 
of building a. chapel here, I am wonderfu" 
Biipported. I hare so far been enabled to ' 
the whole exppose. The roof is erecting; 
I feel an indeccribuble, a.wful joy at seeing 
heavy timbers lift their heads. The building', 
including the minisler'a apartments, is seventy- 
two fe«t long by forty-four wide; and my wife 
and I mean to give it to the society on the Con- 
ference-plan, with about three hundred aiid 
eighty feet square of tine land surrounding it. 
I trust it will be sufficiently finished lo admit of 
preaching in it by May or June. By the 
Lord's mercy there has never been an omission 
of worship in this house any Sunday for these 
last five oj six years; the Lord, having em- 
powered and directed my labours, has owned 
and blessed them to the salvation of many ; and 
the work is greatly spreading. Seventy-one 
meet in class under (his roof every Sunday ; 
the whole of whom I led myself till within a. 
few months back, when my wife was made 
clasB-leader, and took ihe females. In address- 

I- mg those who attend me, I scarcely ever 
more or less, to show the uecesaity of full sab 
. lion — entire heart-holiness — as alone quaJJfyi 
. tia to enter into that place where only righteoi 
ness shall dwell. Nothing but a free, full, x 
present salvation is the doctrine of the CJospel of 
Christ, and where it is preached, there will the 
blessing of God be manifest. At the lisaa \. 
heard from you, I was laWiiing iXofUfi 
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dangeTOuaillnees; duriag' which I wasaii] 
ed by the most merciful manifestations o 
love of Christ, filling me with joy unspeakabl* 
He was my Friend and my Physician. My 
health is now graciously restored and conSim- 
ed, and I am enabled to rise at four o'clock in 
the morning and begin my studies. I drink 
nothing now but milk or water, and twice a 
week abstain from animal food; being desirooa 
of setting an example of self-denial, in a coun- 
try remarkable forself-indulgence of every kind, 
even among many of those who profess religion. 
Having attained the limits of fifty years, and 
seeing nothing I have ever done but what I 
should pray the Lord would blot from the book 
of his remembrance, I now, after I have been 
BO long borne with, though so unprofitable, 
would strive with increase of years to increase 
in every self-denial, and live closer and close- 
to God. I have, by the blessing of the Lord, 
been brought through the writing of a book to 
demonstrate the truth of Christianity against 
the cavils of Infidels. I have given it to the 
society for the benefit of our Missioas, and hope 
it may be productive of good. I am occnpied 
in writing a Scriptural Illustration of Faith, 
with aviewof inciting Christians to (he practic« 
and exercise of it; as the condition on which 
we attain an assurance of present pardon, and as 
whereby we receive grace, and work 
B, a full, and an everlasting salvatioa 
This, therefore, should I ever be 1 
4i it, will te a ■fia.txicaX, ■^i«V 
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bave pxefiftBted it to the Lord, and pray for his 
guidance, instruction, and blessing. You see I 
mention all my little concerns with the confi- 
dence of one who is addressing his &ther and 
friend; but my remarks are incoherent and ill- 
digested, as I am labouring under much anxiety, 
having three of my chilaren dangerously ill. 
I cannot refrain from telling you, the Mission 
cause is greatly prospering here. Friends are 
raised up to the cause in many a quarter among 
men of the first respectability, and the number 
of white members be^s to increase consider- 
ably. The reverse has hitherto been sadly 
true. In these parts I have walked singular 
and alone; having had none of my own colour 
and condition to converse with. But the Lord 
has been with me, and he is Father, Brother, 
Friend.

[Little more than three years afler the date 
of this letter, this eminent man was called to 
his reward above. To that holy cause, on the 
promotion of which his benevolent mind was so 
mtently set, God permitted him to fall a sacri- 
fice. A riotous assault being made on the house 
of Mr. Radclifie, our Missionary stationed in 
St Ann's, Mr. Drew being a magistrate 
promptly interposed to quell the rioters, and de* 
fend toe Minister of Cl^ist. By the exposure 
of htf person, in this act of ^eX^ «sA\r3DS5^^ 
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lence, he got a severe wettiog, which tlirew hinl 
into a violent fever, that termiDaled hia valuablfl 
life in four days. During the illness his m^nH 
waa abundantly supported by ihe conGoIalioDS 
of fcith aud love. When near his death, he 
direcled his pious negroes to be brought iaia 
his room, when he addressed them in the most 
solemn and affectionate matmer. And thea 
gave out and sung with astonisliing energy, —

To Mrs. D., whom he was leaving behind with 
nine children, he said, " Lavinia, have faith in 
God." Lying at the feet of Jesus, confessiug 
hunself the chief of sinners, fuU of faith and the 
Holy Ghost, and exhorting and blessing those 
aiotind him, he awaited the final summons: 
when his purified and happy spirit rose in 
triumph to the skies. The poor negroes were 
deeply affected at their loss. One of them, who 
afterwards came to England, observed, that, 
had they each had nine lives, they would have 
given them all to have saved his. The regula-

My prospect is unclouded, and, I believe, I 
never before felt such an establishment in grace, 
such an invirard recollection of thought, and 
Boch a heavenly frame of mind. Truly, my 
I>iy]iie Shepherd makes my soul to lie down 
in green pastures.

15th. — Being at Ponsanooth. I was requested 
to visit a sick woman ; who had for several days 
been distressed about her souL When I entered 
the room and sat down by her, she clasped her 
hands, and looked earnestly at me, crymg otit, 
"What shall I do? what shaU I do?" I in- 
quired if she feh herself a sinner. "O yes," she 
replied. " a guilty sinner." I no sooner offered 
her Christ as an able and willing Saviour, ■ 
Saviour ready at that moment to receivs her, i 
than she exclaimed, " He died for me." Thi» 
was an exercise of faith tbat brought the power 
of God at once into her soul, when she cried 
out, " Glory, glory be to God, my load is gone, 
my sins are pardoned I " The change vras bo 
evident, that happiness sparkled in her eyes, and 
all her bones seemed to rejoice ^vithin her. 
Several friends were present, and we all joined 
to give praise and glory to her Great Deliverer. 
I called on her again some days afterwords, 
and found her still in the same blessed state of 
p toiod. 
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pleasure in meeting classes; in labouring lo 

ni the fe«ble knees, slreagthen the haodB that 
g down, aod press on believers lo all the 
depths of humble love. Blessed are those who 
live in the possession of all this glorious sal- 
■vation. O my God, I bless and praise thea 
ffiiat ever thou didst bring me acquainted ivith 
that Ciith which is of ihe operation of the Holy 
.Spirit; that iaith which works by love, and 
purifies the heart I I have lately bad the joy of 
seeing three old backBliders return to God, and 
tbeir backslidiiigs healed. O that others of this 
class would also return to the Lord before ra- 
pentonce be hid from their eyes I In the death 
of one of these poor unhappy \randerers, I have 
lately had many sorrowful reflections. For some 
years she was a member of my class; but her 
Iieart departed from God, and then she l(?(l his 

Kople. I followed her closely in her wander- 
gs from the " fountain of living waters," and 
■equently warned her, invited her, and en- 
reated her to return ; but at length she gave 
le a flat denial, saying, " I will never join the 

aciety at ." The Lord still strove with 

her ; One night she had a most terrific dream, 
ind, by her horrid screams in sleep, she alarmed 
the house in which she lived. When pressed 
the following morning lo tell what it was that 
induced her to utter such cries in the night, she 
was at first not willing it should be known ; 
but, after a. while, she said, " I dreamed I was 
dying unprepared, and that I saw salan standing 
fcy the bedside, waiting lo carry awa^ttv-^ '' 
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ing soul." When I hsard of ihis, I told her, it 
was certainly an awful warning from God, and 
that she ought not any longer to quench the 
Spirit. But all was m vaia; her heart con- 
tinued obdurate. When she got married, fceluig 
I could not yet entirely give her up, I went to 
her house for the purpose of once more trying 
to persuade her to return to that Saviour whom 
she had forsaken ; but my efforts were apparent- 
ly fruiijesa. Judge what were my feelings when, 
a short time after, I heard she was dead I She 
WEis ill only from the Friday till the Tuesday 
following. The doctors who attended her saw 
the disease was mortal, and told her husband 
of it. She had no apprehension of danger 
herself and her husband had notthe courage to 
communicate ihe Doctor's opinion till just be- 
fore she expired ! I would not limit the mercies 
of God, or set myself up asa judge of those who 
are gone hence ; but surely this is an end which i 
ought to be a warning to the un&ithfiii 
Another case of the kind, more awful than this, 
came under my notice some years ago. A man 
with whom I was well acquainted, being u pro- 
fessor of religion for a long series of years, de- 
parted wick^ly from God by the sin of drunk- 
enness. In his backsliding state I had many 
opportunities of conversing with him ; and 
often did I earnestly entreat bjip to return unto 
the Lord. But he waxed worse and worse. 
One Saturday, attending market at a neigh 
boiiring town, he staid at a public house. i ' ' 
S of Belia.\, tiW T\ea.i ti " ' ' 
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nnay home, he fell down, and died in a moment I 
His wife told me he was brought home, in a 
state of intoxication, about ten days before, by 
one of his companions. '* Shall I not visit for 
these things, saith the Lord ?" 

August 22nd. — Thismoming I have proved 
the Lord to be my rock and my strong tower 
against the fece of my enemy. I have often, of 
late, been attacked by vain thoughts : It is no 
little thing, at all times, to conquer self O for 
a power continually 

" To catch the wand'ring of my will, 
And quench the kindling fire." 

These are "the little foxes that spoil the vines ; 
for our -vines have tender grapes." More than 
ever I see the value of the atoning blood, which 
speaks and pleads for me every moment. 

Sept. 3ra. — My soul has of late been much 
pained to see the indifference of the people in 
attending the means of grace. May the Lord 
shake away from us this deadly slumber, and 
stir us all up to set out afresh for the kingdom. 

19th. — In the silent watches of the past night, 
the Lord wonderfully revived and cheered my 
soul by his presence. He makes my heart his 
home : I am become a temple of the indwelling 
God. At present I feel " the speechless awe, — 
the silent heaven of love." Wnat is all creation 
conipared to this? It is lighter than vanity ; 
yea, it is dung and dross. " Praise the Lord, 
O my soul l" Well might the Prophet Isaiah 
say, " Cry out and shout, O inhabilaxA oS^TAwi^ 
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ODft Vxisc);w8 the love that is felt for such, but 
those who have begotten them in the Gospel. 
St Paul knew it, when he said to his Thessa Io- 
nian converts, " For what is our hope, or joy, 
or crown of rejoicing? Are not even ye, m 
the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ at his 
coming? • For ye are our glory and joy." 
One rather remarkable circumstance occurred, 
while I was at Mullion. A frjend who had 
been confined to her house for a long time, by 
a 8ore leg, sent a message by her son, request- 
ing me to come and see her. She began her 
mounifiil story, by relating to me how greatly 
she had flufiered from the wound in her leg, 
and that now it had spread downwards to her 
fix>t, and assumed the character of a perma- 
nent and settled afRiction. I inquired how her 
mind was afiected under the chastening rod: 
She told me her soul was in a very uncomfor- 
table state. It appeared, on further conversa- 
tion with her, that for many years she had 
known the love of God, but had afterwards cast 
away her confidence ; and now, like the foolish 
Qalatians, she was seeking to be made perfect 
by works. She said it was suggested to her, 
nat she should never regain her peace of mind 
Ul she had gone through such and such distress- 
\g exercises, and had submitted to the perform- 
ice of various painful duties. She according- 
did voluntarily exercise herself in many 
ys grievous to one in her state of body. 
efore I could lay down to rest at night, I have 
1 on my knees," says she/'b^ l\i^\^-«A^ 
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till Ihrea o'clock ia the mominjr." I told her 
Ciod was not such a hard master as to Tequire 
impossibililieB of her ; and, indeed, that all she 
diawas nothing in his sight I asked hei if 
she found herself any thing the better for all 
that she had thus performed: She confessed 
she did not. Indeed, it appeared to me there 
was not B grain of feilh in all her perfornaances ; 
and her case clearly illustrated to me (he 
truth of that sScipture, " Without faith it ia im- 
possible to please God ; for he that cometh unto 
Him, must believe that He is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek Him." After [ bad 
explained to her more perfectly the way of 
feith, we went Co prayer; and the Lord gn- 
ciotisly answered for himselii set her free from 
her distressed bondage, and filled her soul with 
peace and joy in believing. In a few days 
after this happy change in her mind, the afflic- 
tion by whicn she had been so long before a 
fined to her house, was so far removed, that a 
walked to the chapel, though the distance n 
full half-a-mile; and she continued to do fO 
while 1 remaiued there. When I mentiaaed 
my surprise at seeing her out, she said to ■

TKe Lord has taught me that it is by &itb, osB, 
notjny, that I must live. He has, in a xaat^ 
ante, often enabled me strongly to act faith on 
Tesus for sanctilication, even in the absence of 
all comfort : This has diffused a lieaven of 
sweetness through my soul, and brought witb It 
the powerful witnees of purity. I would say 
to every penitent, 'Believe, and justification is 
yours;' and to every one who is justified, and.

that blessing is yours also.' I seem to derive 
the greatest advantage from a lively faith in 
wnstant exercise ; this secures what I now al- 
Kedy possess, andincreases my little stock. At 
times, my evidence for sanctification is as strong 
u a cable fixed to an immovable rock, and as 
slear as the sun shining at noon-day." I have 
recorded these remarks, because they so perfect- 
ly agree with my own views and experience, 

Dec. 3nl. — This morning while meditating 
on the riches of Divine grace, how was my 
sotil fi'led with the fulness of Gml, and I.jst in 
wonder, love, and praise I Heaven appeared 
so attracting, I was constrained to check the.

turned to me as I sat by his dying pillow, and 
asked, " Will Jesus come too ?" I replied, 
"Jesus is already here." Thus died this estcel- 
lent young man in the 25th rear of his age, 
He died in the house of his elder brother, Mr. 
M. B., a man of much respectability in the 
world. For some time hia kindness would 
not suffer me lo quit the femily; and, being 
thus detained, I took every opportunity of con- 
vetBing with him on the subject of preparing lo 
meet his God. The circumstances were fiivour- 
able to snich conversations, and I soon found 
his heart wa« open to conviction. The day 
after his brother's interment, while reasoning 
with him on the great truths of religion, and 
the importance of enjoying God, the Spirit of 
Gkxl rested upon ns, his heart became deeply 
contrite, and he expressed 'his readiness to cov- 
enant immediately lo be the Lord's. When I 
saw this I felt no hesitation in preaching lo 
him Jesus and the atonement. I urged him at 
once to rest his guilty soul on the merits of 
that blood which Chnst had freely shed for the 
remission of his sina.

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too long before tte operation took place, it pro- 
ved fetal. She was a moral young woman, but 
had all her days lived a stranger to the new 
birth. I frequehtly conversed with her about 
the necessity of her experiencing' this Divine 
change, without any visible effect. One day, 
while reflecting on the awful consequences of 
her dying in an unconverted slate, I thought 
with myself, " How shall I ever be able to beat 
the idea of a soul being lost out of my house I" 
The reflection was loo painful for me to endure 1 
In the bam where I was, I bowed down before 
the Most High God ; and, I believe if ever I 
prayed in my life, I prayed then. Before I rose 
bam my knees, God gave me a Divine assurance 
that he would save her. I said nothing to her 
of thia, but still eihorted her to be in earnest 
with God for the salvation of her soul. Boon 
sfter this occurrence, being on a distaal part of 
my form, I received a message desiring me to 
come to her immediately. I hastened with all 
■Med, and found the Spirit of God had gra- 
diMiBly awakened her conscience, and that she 
was now distressed with the burden of guilt 
ind sin. Before I left her bed-side it pleased 
God to reveal his mercy to her broken heart;

17th, 1826.— I BEE I have Deed lobe 
tinly humbled before God on account of my 
not always keeping faith in lively exercise. 
Though cleansed from sin this moment, thiough 
the efficacy of the all-purifying blood, this puritv 
cBimot be retained bul by a momeniaiy depena- 
ence on Christ. 



Of the necessity of dependence on a Saviour's 
blood, none are so d<;eply conscious as those 
who feel its utmost efficacy.

This I have more particularly rei 
in the revivals which I have witnessed o 
After I had remained at Charlestowr 
or ten days, a conveyance being Idndly 
fetch me, I proceeded to Mevagiasey, w 
was affectionately welcomed, and lodged, 
house of Mr. James Dunn. For abotit f 
I went from house to house in my usua 
but nothing particular transpired in the '' 
movement among the people ; at last T 
that a young woman was convinced of s 
wished to see me. While I was com 
with her she wept much: and, at the ] 
meeting in the clmpelihat night, she criei 
for mercy. This was the beginning 
revival at lUevagissey. Afterwards n 
prayer-meetinga every night for seven ^ 
and I witnessed some of the most rcme 
conversions I ever saw in my life, esj; 
among a number of old people. Oi 
t labile masla^ on the ivcmieiW ■notV* 
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Lord, these words came with mach light and 
ipower, '■ Whoever shall call upon the name 
ftT the Lord, shall be saved." They had such 
■D effect upon my mind, that for a moment I 
4amiot tell how I felt; but something within 
■uggesied, " This day is come. " In the course 
of that day, I had aeen the truth of it exemplified 
io three difTeront houses which I had heen re- 
Kaesled lo visit. None of them who were the 
inbjecls of the change had been at the chapel. 
I ^ked one of them, " In what way did the 
"Lord work on your mind?" She replied, " I 
rwaa reading' a Hymn; andivhen I came to these 
Iroids.

these sent for me to come and converse with her. 
I knew aot what place of worship she at- 
leaded, and therefore at once came to the point 
with her, and asked what she wanted ; she im- 
mediately began lo exclaim, " What a sinner I 
have been I" Seeing she was wounded by the 
Spirit, I endeavoured to lead her to the Phy- 
sician without delay ; and as soon as I had ex- 
plained the way of feith lo her, the Lord set her 
soul at liberty. Tears of jov streamed from 
her eyes, and gratitude overflowed her heart. 
We ihea knelt down together, and gave Giod 
the glory. This was soon spread through the 
town : and the Calvinist minister, having heard 
that I had robbed his church, came to the 
woman to inquire what I had said lo her. She 
replied, " Sir.Iamnot a member of your church 
nor ever was : so that you have not suffered any 
great loss : and as to the man you aUiide to. he 
never inquired what place of worship 1 attended, 
but showed the way to come to Christ, in order 
to be happy, and now I know I am a new crea- 
ture." This surprised him: and he wondered 
how the work could be done bo soon. The 
woman replied, "I was made happy i 
minutes after he explained to me tne plan of J 
salvation by faith. Though I sat under your I 
ministry for some time, you have never shown I 
methe way lo happiness by believing in Christ." 

I was sent for by another ; when I came, sfc 
*a8 in a desoairing state, writing bitter thinj_ 
a^ninst herself, and fearing she was one of tfiel 
reprobales. I stud, "\srtvexfeTiii>w\n\\ft.Gv\( ' 
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no Physician there, no Sa^-iout now to save 
sinners?" I then exhorted her lo look to 
Jesus, who had verily shed his blood for her, 
and exercise faith in the atonement In a few 
minutes her load of guilt was removed, and she 
■was filled with peuce and joy in believinff. 
Soon after ihis she gave up her seal in the Cal- 
vinisl chapel, and regularly attended ours; as 
did several others. 

One day Icalled lo see an aged woman who 
had met in class for thirty years: and while I 
was telling her of the danger of resting satisfied 
without the evidence of her acceptance in the 
Beloved, and the impossibility of getting to 
heaven without being bom again, she was pricked 
lo the heart, and fell on her knees, and began 
to cry for mercy. Herprover was, "Lord, save 
me from drop pin (T into hell!" In hei loud and 
vehement cries for mercy, my voice was soon 
lost It was affecting lo see and hear her 
daughter : who, though not possessed of religion 
herselt said, " O my dear mother, hold out, 
hold out! " The Lord dealt very graciously 
with her, and soon granted her the " knowledge 
of salvation by the remission of her sins." Her 
face shone as it had been the face of an angel. 
and she wenl round the room, clapping her 
hands, and shouting the praises of God ; ap- 
parently with ail tlie activiiy of a girl of fifteen, 
although she was then fourscore. 

The blessed influence so generally rested 
upon the minds of the people, that cries 6w

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walked the streets. It was thought by 1 
elders, thiit such a revival had never before b( 
■witnessed at Mevagisaey. Upwards of ( 
hundred and fifty were broug-ht to the Lord, 
aides a great number of children. While I v 
there, I was often led to think whether the Li 
did ever more strikingly bless my feeble 
deavours. The eight weeks I was with iht 
I could seldom get to bed before oae in 
morning ; and sometimes I was called again 
fore breakiast to visit persons in distress. I 
the Lord gave me strength according to my d 
Among the aged who were converted, th 
were two brothers, who were brought in ab 
the same time; one was sixty-three, and' 
other in hia sixty-seventh year. The wife 
the elder brother had long been a pious me 
ber of 'the society; he waa her persecutor,! 
seldom or never attended the house of Q 
The Lord found him out in his dwelling; a. 
bearing that he had begtm to pray, I was 
quested to visit him. I had not long conyer 
with hira, before he was more deeply awaken 
and began to cry aloud for mercy. After pr 
ing with him I left him. In the evening 
called on him again; and while I was pointi 
him to the Lamb of God that taketh away 
siu of the world, God revealed hia mercy to 
soul, and he cried out, " My burden is go

. be to his name I" I saw him several times af 
' wards, and found hia confidence unshaken; i

Glory be to God for 
preciotis blood, and precious faith I I am 
much delighted with Mr. W. P. Burgess's 
views of the atonement. In one of his excel- 
lent aermona, he observes: "The merit and atone- 
ment of the Saviour are the price by which all 
the blessings of the new covenant may be pur- 
chased, — they constitute a full equivalent; for 
their \^ue is inestimable and infinite. Who- 
' ever, therefore, approaches the footstool of Je- 
hovah, trusting solely in the merit and atone- 
ment of Christ, pays down the full price for 
£veiy bliq7y""g that he claims, and may exi 
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with our fellow -creatures, we bring a fiilleqtii- 
valent in our hands, and pay down a fair price 
for any commodity which we need, it wouM be 
injustice to withhold it : Even bo when w% ask 
in the name of Jesus, for full redemption and 
entire purity, justice requires that our prayers 
should be heard, and our petitions granted. 
So that if God be just, he will not only pardon 
our sb, but cleanse us from all uunghteoua- 
nea3. Thus, then, we see the justice of God, 
in fiirnishing; us with strong en courage meoi, 
and emboldening us to aak and receive every 
olessing purchased for ua by the adorable Sa- 
viour." There is much included in these re- 
marks, and they deserve to be we!! pondered 
in the heart of every believer. On the ne- 
cessity of having constant recourse to the blood 
of sprinkling, he remarlfs, (in perfect accord- 
ance with my views and experience,) " Evea 
when we are cleansed from all the pollution of 
Bin, we shall he sensible of numberless frailties 
and deficiencies, which will render it necessa- 
ry for us continually to have recourse lo the 
atoning blood of Jesus; and our best services 
are so imperfect and unworthy, that, were they 
not otlered in the name of Christ, and on the 
ground of his all-availing sacrifice, they could 
by no means bo acceptable to Gbd. But, while 
we live in the constant exercise of faith, em- 
bracing the whole record that God has given 
concemiog his Son, we shall have constant ex- 
perience of the efEcacy of the Redeemer'n 
oJood, and shall from moitieft\. w 
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a complete salvation from sin. Nothing short 
of this comes up to the standard of apostolical 
experience ; and nothing short of this should 
over satisfy us." May these glorious truths 
be more and more known and felt, among all 
the membeTB of Christ's church I 
! 14th. — Much of my time has of late been 
taken up in answering letters : Since my first 
attempt at writing, I waa never so busily em- 
ployed ia this way. In three weelc^ I have 
written twenty-five letters. My visit to the St. 
Austell circuit, especially to Mevagiasey, has 
greatly added to the list of my correspondents. 
I feel the employment delightful ; it is rendered 
a very great blessing to my own soul. 

June I6th. — For many years, the church of 
Grod in this parish had remained m a barren 
and winter stale ; but, bleraed be the Lord, ho 
has lately been pouring out his Holy Spirit 
upon us, both at Flushing and at Mylor Bridge! 
Many have been awakened and converted from 
the error of their ways ; and what adds to the 
joy is. that some of the branches of my ovm 
femily are among the happy number. My 
daughter's son, William Rundle, is oneof them : 
For many long years had I prayed for him:

used to do ; there are now scarcely any bat 
such as seem to " remember the Lord's aay \o 
keep 11 holy." It has been a custom at this 
place, from time immemorial, for m.ea. women, 
and children, to go out to the island on Mid- 
summer-day ; but this vear a subject of greater 
importance so occupiwi their alleiilion. ihal not 
a smgle individual was seen there on the occa- 
sion. Even (he children were abo so impressed 
with seriousness, that not one of them would 
kindle a bonfire on Midsummer-eve. TbsM 
little facts serve to show what a universal seri- 
ousness pervaded all ages and classes. What 
the revival took place, and for some lime tBm- 
wards, there was very little fish taken, and cons^ 
quenlly much poverty prevailing ; but I heaid 
no complaining among them.

cheerfully do I ascribe lo thy name aU the 
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Fnlmouth to converse on the subject of fnll salvs- 
rioD. A few daya before God had very gra- 
ciously visited them. Eind revealed to ueir 
souls much heavenly light on the sabject, bat 
they eaid they wanted to be more established 
in the truth. They appealed full of simpli- 
city and holy resolution, loading to be Chris- 
tiaas according lo the measure of Ood'a word. 
Our interview was profitable : They declared 
thai all their scruples were removed ; and they 
returned home rejoicing, giving glory to Him 
to whom alone it is due. " When Jesus is our 
peace, strength, righteousness, food, salralion, 
and our all. we are peaetrated with the con- 
aciousnesaof it; Without this feeling we should 
never rest ; nor ever think we have it strong 
enough: This it is to 'keep the faith.' "

I then beard but litde 
of Jesus Christ, and his wondrous doings for 
poor sinners. O that our people felt more of 
the power of religion, and were better acquaint- 
ed with the nature of living Grospelfaith! Many 
of those who are most sincere do not under- 
stand the appropriating act of feith. There 
are some remarks in Mr. Fletcher's letter lo 
Mr. Vangban, which have been rendered a 
great blessing to me and to many others. He

1 icjotce 
that you inquire where Christ maketli his Hock 
to rest at ooou; the rest ixom the guilt and 
power of sin you will find only in inward holi- 
ness : And this 1 apprehend to consist in wful 
Bu Paul calls, - the kiugiiom of God ^ Risbuv 
ousnes£, which excludes all guilt; peace, wkiclt 
banishes all fear that hath torment j amlji^, 
which can no more aubaist with doubts, nnxicly, 
and unstableness of mind, than light can siitMist 
ipith darkncES. That there is a stato^ whetejo 
this kingdom isBel up, firmly get up iu the heart, 
you may see from our Lord's sermon on tlk« 
mount; by his priestly ptayor in Sl John; by 
the epistles of that apostJe. and by various ptuta 
of the epistles of St. Paul and St. Jatnett. To 
aim aright at this liberty of children of God, 
lequires a continual acting of Fulh ; of a naked 
&ith, independent of all feelings, in a naked 
promise; such as: 'The Son of God was mani- 
fested to destroy the works of tlie devil ;' ' The 
law oflhe Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath mads ' 
me free from the law of sin and death;' 'I cando - 
all things through Christ,whoBtrengthenclhni^' J 
ByanakedfeitJiinanakedpromise, Idonotme 
a bare assent that God is &ithful, and ^bUl b 
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soul, body, and spirit upon the truth of the pro- 
miae, with an appropriating act : • It is mine, 
because I am a sinner, and am determined tu 
believe, come what will.' Here you must shut 
the eye of carnal reason, and stop the ear of llie 
mind, to the reasoning's of the serpent; whici^ 
were you to listen lo him, woula be endltn, 
and would soon draw you out of the simpb 
way of faith, by which wc are both judined 
and sanctified. You must also remember, ttot 
il is your privilege to go to Christ by such \ 
faith now, and every succeeding moment; snd 
that you are to bring nothing but a careless, dis- 
tracted, tossed, hardened heart ; just such a one 
as you have now. Here lies the grand mis- 
take of many poor, miserable, but precious, 
souls : ' They are afraid to believe, lest it should 
be presumption; because they have not yet com- , 
fort, joy, love,' &c. ; not considering that lhi»ii 
to look for the fruit before the tree is planted 
Beware, then, of looking for any grace previoiB 
to believing. — Now, my brother, you have here 
my thoughts upon this subject ; tnis self-despe- 
rate, appropriating act of faith, which Mr, 
Fletcher and Mr. Wesley wrote so largely 
upon. For my part, I think I shall never suf- 
ficiently praise God for putting iheir Works j 
into my hands. That Mr. Wesley's views J 
were exactly the same as Mr. Fletcher's, il | 
plain from this verse of one of his hymns: — 
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It most be acknowledged, this langfuage is 
strong; and I know it has frightened many, per- 
haps, sincere penitents ; but it is no more tnan 
what is incluaed in the word * believing; ' and 
18 the direct and simple way to parcbn and 
pnrity." 

22iid. — [Under this date my fether wrote, in \ 
answer to a letter which he Had received from " 
a highly respected friend and brother at Mouse- 
hole ; in which, after giving him a pleasing 
account of the fiirther advancement of the work 
of Gk)d in the society, mention is made of the 
remarkable circumstance of a pious and aged 
member having very confidently asserted that 
one evening, while worshipping in the chapel, 
he heard supernatural music of the most me- 
lodious kind, proceeding, as he thought, from 
that part of the leaders' pew, which was so long 
and 80 regularly occupied by those two extraordi- 
nary men of God, Benedict Carvosso and 
Richard Trewavas, sen. This was a fact which 
highly accorded with my father's strong views 
of invisible realities ; as it will be perceived by 
the use he makes of it in the following extract 
from his letter : — "[ " I had a blessed time last 
night while pleading with the Lord for those 
who yet remain unconverted among you at 
Mousehole. I felt such love for them, tlmt I could 
not grive up till my heart dissolved with compas- 
sion, and my eyes overflowed with tears. Such a 
love to them I never felt before, nor can lan- 
pfuage describe it; but I thought of Jesus weep- 
mg over Jerusalem. I seemed to beca.rns^ 
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away tili I was found among you, wiln Set 
in the midst of us, O what a glorious Ti?icati 
liu MoHScbole latdy had ! 1 do not wonder 
what you mention about friend R. having heai^ 
heaTeniy music ; for ovt Lord tells us, ' There 
is joy in the presence of the angels of God ovei 
one sinner that repenteth.' Now I have thought, 
if there be j(^ among the angeta on account tA 
one sinner's repentance, what must be their joy 
over the two hundred whose conTeraion you have 
witnessed during the last few months. St. Paul, 
speaking on this head, says, ' Are ibey not all 
ministering' spirits, sent forth to minister unto 
those who shall be heirs of salvation }' And, at 
the birth of Christ, these heavenly messengers 
were employed : ' And the an^t said, Fear not, 
for behold I bring you glad tidings of great joy. 
which shall be imto all people. And suddenly 
there was with the angel a multitude of the 
heavenly host, praising God,' 4c. In further 
confirmation of this doctrine, I may add what is 
aaid of the death of Lazarus : ' And it came lo 
pass that the beg'gar died, and was carried by 
the angels to Abraham's bosom.' I remerobtT, 
■bom fifty years bade. I heard something my- 
self of the same nature as what friend R. mentions. 
I allude to JaneHosking, who died at Trungle. 
She expired in my brother's arms, saying to him, 
BB her last words, 'They are come, they tuo 
come!' and died in a moment 1 ivas in the

He is ayoung man in 
whom there is pleasing promise of future use- 
fulness: " Shortly afler I obtained mercy by 
faith in Christ Jesus," be observes, " T discover 
od the need of a still deeper work of grace in 
my soul. I fell the carnal mind was not des- 
troyed : my heart seemed full of evil ; ' a cage 
of every unclean bird ;' and oflen it betrayed 
me into bondage. But, with David, I earnestly

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long:ed to have all my inward enemies de- 
stroyed, and to be fully renewed in the image of 
my SaviouF. And, glory, glory be lo God I on 
Sunday morning, the 7th of September last, 
while engaged with the Lord in secret, plead- 
iae the promises of simctilication, I felt ikitb 
Buadenly spring up in my heart ; my soul waa 
abundantly blessed, and 1 was enabled, to believe 
the work was done ; yet was my faith not so 
strong as I could wish : — 1 want a more pow- 
erful witness.

22nd. — I have now entered my eightieth 
year.

ing ihyselfi lest thou also he tempted.' Again, 
addressing himself to those who had been un-

'Bear ye one another's burdens, and so fulfil 
the law of Christ.' On another occasion, we 
read, that when he had called the elders of a 
certain church together, he gave them a par- 
ticular charge, saying, ' Feed the church of 
God which he hath purchased with his owB 
blood.'

I hope, with my plain 
dealing'. It is h^caitse I love you that 1 spealc 
thus. I msh you to look well to those pre- 
cious souls under youf care; that, in the great 
day, when yon will be called to give an account 
of your stewardship, you may be enabled to 
say, ' Here am I, Lord, and those comniitced 
to my care; not one of them is wanting.' 

" I am glad to hear the young men stand so 
well ; and I pray that the Lord may make 
them abundanUy more useful than ever ! But 
1 I sorrow to find so many of the young females 
I giving their company to young men who are 
carnal and without religion. This, you know, 
my dear Joseph, is quiie opposed lo ine word of 
God. He commands us to "be not unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers. For what 
fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteous- 
pess 7 and what communion hath light with 
darkness? and what concord halh Christ with 
Belial? or what part hath he that believeth 
with an infidel? aud what agreement halh the 
temple of God with idols? As God hath said, 
I will dwell in ihem, and walk in them : and 
I will be their God, and they shall be m^iy-'^ 
pic, TV3iere&re, come oul Eiom.amoQ.^wwrai-i 
and be ye separate, saith tte IjOiiJ V,**- ^J<=*- .

heenl Not those who marry otit of the Lord, 
or with Tinbelievers; because God himself has 
forbidden it. Have you, my dear brother, ex- 
plained to the young people who meet in yoor 
classes, the awful coiisequeDCPS of breaking ■ 
this command of God ? You see it isasmocn 
forbidden by him ns any other sin. To plead 
the commonness of it will no ways do away the 
evil ofit. For instance, aiipposewesee men roll- 
ing in the streets in drunkenness from day to day; 
shall we say, ' Drunkenness is no ain ? God 
forbid ; — It is forbidden by God : that is enotigh 
to satisfy me. If 1 were to relate to yon, my 
brother, the ttiany awful circumstances which 1 
have seen to attend these unhappy marriages, it 
would make you tremble. Some time back a 
young man, a Methodist, eame to me to ask my 
advice on this head. He wlis at that time very 

fromising for usefulness in the church of GoA 
earnestly entreated him, if he had any lore 
for bis own soul, or the cause of God, to hare 
nothing to do with the young woman he men- 
tioned, because she was not a professor of reli- 
fion. I told him he would be mined if he 
id ; and that his conduct would be such a slab 
to the cause of God in that place as he would 
never be able to make satisfaction for.

I did so ; and 
his wife said to him in my presence, lookinghim

Remember you are to meet me at the bar of 
Grod, to give an account to him of all the kind 
admonitions you have received from unworthy 
me. You know it has pleased God to make 
use of me as an instrument in his hand for your 
souPs good ; as you have often confessed amidst 

many tears. Since you came to P , God 

hath opened the eyes of your understanding, 
and given you to see the dangerous state your 
soul was in by sinning against him. And al- 
though you have not that clear witness of the 
Spirit which it is your privilege to enjoy, yet I 
Bnould not have a doubt of your salvation if I 
were called to follow you to the grave. I be- 
lieve whatever is lacking in you God will ac- 
complish. I have seen the tears of penitence 
numing down your cheeks; and, more than 
once, your very limbs trembling under you.

That the God of all grace may sanctiiy these 
instructions, and make them a blessing in time 
and eternity, is the sincere prayer of your ever 
loving and affectionate father in the Gospel !"

1 asked for a Bible ; and white I ^^a^^v 
exphining lo her the precioTis promises of th^F 
. Gospel, she was enabled lo VAieiye aniTii-^^^^ 
l& ihe God of her salvation. TV\a viomsa 
mrer attended the chapel for aewewX 'jow 
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spent four weeks at Penzance, there also I saw 
much good done ; indeed, there is an extraordi- 
nary work of God in ahnost every society 
throughout that extensive Circuit. I visited 
Breage and Mullion, and was most kindly receiv- 
ed by my old and dear friends. One was awak- 
eneo, and two professed to receive the blessing 
of perfect love. I was glad to see those of my 
children who are still walking in wisdom's 
ways ; and sweet was the intercourse which we 
had with each other, while talking over the 
things of Grod together. In riding from Mul- 
lion to Mr. Hendy's at Polgrean, the horse on 
which I rode fell with me while going down a 
hill, and threw me over his head ; but, by the 
particular providence of God, I was preserved 
unhurt. Here I rejoiced to meet with my dear 
J. P., a child in the GU)spel whom the Lord 
was pleased to give me about ten years ago. 
She is still steadfast in the ways of God. After 
I had visited my good friends at Helston, I re- 
turned ; but had been home but six days before 
a conveyance from a distance of seven miles 
was sent to take me to visit a young man in 
great distress of mind, who had so far reasoned 
with the enemy of his soul as to believe he had 
committed the sin against the Holy Ghost. 1 
staid with him four days. He got better, and 
was much relieved ana comforted. Thence 1 
was brought to Mr. M. Box's, of Constantine ; 
to whom, about six years ago, the Lord was 
pleased to show his pardoning meic^,'^\aXAV 
was conversing with him. He la ncrw ^ xKasSa? 
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leepected class-leader. I staid with him lliiee 
dava, met his dass, and have some leason to 
hope that my convGTsation in the family was 
made a blessing to some who knew not God. 

Aro. 4th. — I bless the Lord, that my last 
risil to Ponsanooth was rendered useful. A 
young man, the son of a pious mother, for 
whose salvation I had long fell an anxious con- 
cern, was awakened whue I was conversing 
with hiro about righteousness, temperance, and 
a judgment to come. Trembling under the 
arrest of the Spirit of conviction, he took hold 
of my hand, and said with much emotion.

CHAPTER VIIL 

The last entry in my father's narrative is 
that which concludes the foregoing chapter, the 
date of which precedes the finishing of his 
earthly course about fifteen months. A few 
days after he set off on his last visit to his be- 
loved friends at Mousehole and Penzance. He 
stopped some weeks at my house. It was now 
too manifest that his natural force was much 
abated ; his strength being borne down by "the 
rush of numerous years.'' But, so far as his re- 
maining strength permitted, he was constantly 
employed in striving to do good to all classes 
that he had intercourse with. At times, he 
was apparently so feeble as to have little power 
to converse on emy subject ; but no sooner was 
a humble, enquiring soul presented before him 
than all his former energy and vivacity re- 
turned ; and he would maintain for hours an an- 
imated conversation on his beloved topics, ** par- 
don, and holiness, and heaven." It was on 
this occasion that some persons, in very res- 
pectable life, not immediately connected with 
us as a religious body, manifested great anxietv 
to converse with him. They had d^^^x^xjX^ 



terviews, professed to leceivfl the greatest 
benefit from his advice aad instruction, and 
begged to he permitted to number themselves 
with his favoured correspondents. As it was 
now with difficulty he could write at all, he did 
not promise to correspond. But before he left 
the neighbourhood one of them wrote to him, 
and earnestly beg'ged that she might hare, in 
wriliDg, the substance of what he had satd to 
her in his conversation. With considerable 
effort he wrote to her a short letter, a part of 
which is S3 follows ; — 

"I AM happy to find what I said to you 
proved snch a blessing to yo'ir soul ; but I hope 
you will giv-e all the glory to God, who sJoae 
IB worthy to be praised. Sorry I am to find that 
you have in any degree lost the blessed enjor- 
mem jrou were put in possession of. Insieadof 
reasoning with satan, you should have kept 
your eye steadfastly fised on Jesus, ever Uviag 
to make intercession for you, as if you weretJb 
only sinner la the world. This is Gospel

Eolievs 
and go forward; and may the Lord enable 
youto hold fast your coafidence and the rejoicings 
of your hope unto the end I I cannot promise 
to correspond with you; but, in reference to 
your request thai I saonld pray for you, be as- 
sured I ghall do it with all my heart while I 
have breath to utter desires before God." 

Soon afler Conference he paid us a visit 
Redruth : where he strove, in his usual way, 
make himself osefnl, and had much pleasure 
in seeing some of his old friends. From hence 
he went lo pay a final visit to his numerous and 
. much-respected friends at Camborne; which 
was made a great blessing to many soula. A 
local preacher, who was much interested and 
blessed by his company and conversation while 
there, observed to me, that, " as it was bis last, 
BO, in some respects, it seemed to crown all his 
former visits amongst them." In seeking to 
help the sincere inquirer he toiled to the utmost 
of his strength. It is said that, in one instance, 
he laboured for five snccessivo hours in conver- 
sation with a person who had long been suffer- 
ing under the power of unbelief ; and that at Jaat 
his pioua and mighty efforts were happilv 
crowned with wonderful success. To a respej 
able young onan in business, who was jnteBM 
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pointed remark or two, on the necessity of har- 
inrr his accounts fairly made out and fcalanced 
a^insl the day when the eternal Judge shou\d 
come to reckon with him. This led the intel- 
ligent yonth to serious reflection on the great 
day of account, and the importance of being 
prepared for it: the happy result soon appeared 
in his conversion to God. More than one or 
two of this respected family received special 
good by the same instrumentality. 

While at Camborne he wrote to one of his 
highly-esteemed correspondents as follows;— 

" My DEAR Sister. 

" I HATE receiTfid your very kind and wel- 
come tetter, and am ghd to find it so well wilh 
you an it is. My daily prayer ia, that you may 
be pTeserved blameless until the day of His 
coming. You know he haih said, ' I will 
never leave thee : nor shall any pluck thee out 
of my hand.' I ahall never forget the cooter- 
sation which I had tvilh you at my son's a( 
Penzance, the first time I saw you : I saw the 
earnest longing desire that was in you to be 
wholly swallowed up in God, You then toid 
me you wanted always to be so ; and IrecoUect 
I said to you, that to be so always, you must 
always believe ; and say, in the language of one 
of our hymns, — 

'AH he bath for mine I claim ; 

I dare believe in Jesns' name.' 

Be sure, my sister, you keep your fohh in 
^^rely exercise. lAve nvomcTA-^ ■, 4o "asit bnr- 
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den yourself with to-morrow's trials : This is 
the way to get on. I cannot describe to you 
what I now suffer from giddiness in the head : 
and, of late, I hare been much in this way. 
But I bless His holy name, it does not shake 
my confidence in God. Giving glory to Him, 
-' I think I can say, 

J *Fix'd on this ground Willi remain, 

f Though my heart fail and flesh decay.* 

I have no objection for you to engage in your 
drawing. I think it right for you to do so. I 
trust the Lord will guide you aright in all 
things ; and, while your eye is single, He will. 
There is a good work going on here at Cam- 
borne. Since I have been here I have seen 
many get into perfect liberty, while I have been 
talking to them, and endeavouring to point out 
to them the way to the blessing. I have been 
here three weeks. When I came I did not in- 
tend to stay so long ; but the kind friends have 
constrained me." 

He returned home exceedingly feeble and 
poorly, and was no more able to visit distEmt 
societies. In this respect his great work ^vas 
done ; and with much truth might it be said, 
he had done what he could. But he did not 
yet wholly lay aside his pen. With great 
effort to himself he continued now and then to 
write a letter to an anxious and fevoured cor- 
respondent. I have one before me without date, 
which appears to have been written in the 
month of December.

' All honour and praise to Jesus alone.* 

I hope you will excuse all blunders. All the 
pins of my tabernacle seem unloosed. My 
neod is giddy, and my sight so foils me that 
I cannot see to make or mend a pen as I ought. 
My memory also fails me, as you may easily 
discover by my writing. My kind love to you, 
my dear child in the faith of the Gospel, and I 
hope you will not forget to write to, and pray 
for, your loving, though unworthy, father in 
Chrnt I can truly say, I cease not to pray fbr 
yott night and day. My heart seemjs knit to 
you more than ever. Farewell, till I meet you 
m heaven." 

Feb. 21st, 1834. — To an accomplished coi- 
tespondent, who has styled his letters " invalu- 
able," and who earnestly solicited his correspoa- . 
dence so long as he could hold a pen, \ife ^^rtoN^ \ 
u&ihwB: — 
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" My dear. Misa J , 

" I TUANK you for your kind letter, and for 

all the good news which you have sent me. I 
am glad to hear the tvorlc of the Lord is so pros- 
periag' with you. But whatever good is done 
the Lord doelh it, and he must haveall the glory. 
You say you wanta more lively ^th, and desire 
me to tell you how to get it: You must take 
God at his word, my sister. He tells you, 'AH 
is yours.' I see where you misa the simple way 
offauh, 'and Cill Into the stinking dungeon of 
self!' St, Paul, I conceive, had no reference to 
rapturous joys, when he said, ' The life I now 
live in the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me and gave himself for me,' 
Jesus was ' wounded for your transgressions,' 
and ' with his stripes,' that is, through the virtue 
of that blood which he poured out on the crass 
for you, ' you are healed.' ' Without shedding 
of blood there is no remission. You say the re- 
perusing of my lelters has warmed your heart 
with Divine love and gratitude, and thai your 
joys ' have never been so great for any length 
oftimeas when I was blessed with your advice.' 
O may the Lord bless you with heavenly wis- 
dom to imderstand the iaith which Mr. Wesley 
speaks of in these words : — 

■ Though waves and atorm.'i go o'er my head,— 
Though strength, and health, and iVieads be goae; 

Though joys te viWieT' i b& -aiii iaai. 
And every comfott.tie wivViTawo.', 
On this my sleaitaai, aoii t«\\ea, 
ajPalher, tty mcic^ tievei 4'"- — 
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1 wish you to meditate upon the whole of this 
hymn, and pray that the Lord may reveal clear- 
ly to your mind all that is contained in it ; then, 
I am sure, you will not be perplexed about 
frames and feelings, but say, with one of old, 
' Though he slay me, yet will I trust in him.' 
May the Lord bless you with the mighty ^ &ith 
that conquers all!' No state of grace will 
exempt us from temptation : Christ himself was 
tempted. When we are tempted, we must make 
use of the precious promises. You know what 
the answer to St. Paul was in the time of temp- 
tation : * My grace is sufficient for thee.' I believe 
the Lord never permits any trial to «be&l us, 
while we look to him, but he will give us strength 
to bear it. O let us take fresh courage, and may 
we conquer through his blood ! Amen." 

Feb. 28th. — He wrote as follows, to one of 
his own beloved children in the &ith, with whom 
he had corresponded for several years : — 

You say you are tossed with tempests, and 
not comforted Methinks I hear the Lord saying 
to you, * O thou of little faith, wherefore didst 
thou doubt V *Cast not away thy confidence, 
which hath great recompence of reward.* * A 
bruised reed will I not break, and smoking flax 
will I not quench' * Fear thou not, I am with 
thee.' I wish you to lay hold on these promises : 
they are bought for you with the precious blood 
of Christ Do not grieve the Spirit by saying

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^ Here, IbelieTe.leriainatfid (he pious labours 

!of hia diligenl bfuicl ; this was his last letter. 
'His active life, protmcted to a. period of unusual 
"leagth, was now fairly closed: Nothing re- 
mained but to retire, to suffer, and to die. But 
before we attend him in his last sickness and 
I death, a fen' remarks od his public character in 
J the church, may not be deemed amiss. 

To the high office of a preacher, according 

(to the sense in which that term is generally 
taken, he never made any pretensions. In the 
•bsence of a regular preacher, he would consent 
occasionally to tate the pulpit ; when he would 
give a plain useflil address to the dMerent cha- 
racters in a mixed congregation. He would 
often remark to his friends, when the subject 
■was introduced, " I am a teacher, but not a 
r- preacher; that is a work to which God has not ^m 
' called me." In reference to this observation of ^H 
his, it is remarked, in a letter before me by 9, ^H 
judicious friend, who knew him long and ii^ ^^ 
timately, and had profiled much by intercourse 
with him : "A teacher he was of tno first order, 
in the science of saving souls — For usefulness 
perhaps, Cornwall has not produced his follow ; 
especially in helping the sincere seeker into 
Gospel hberty. " 

It has been remarked of Methodism, that " it 
has a place fo. every man :" and doubtless this 
is one of its peculiar glories, that i^.fi.^'s, q^'w. 
and employment for im the va,T\o\i^X^\KoS& 'i^'*^. 
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circuit-stewards, and sociely-stewardB ; all ihese, ' 
and various other office-bearers amooga i«, 
perform an important part in the great woili of 
■• perfecting the saints, and edifying the body 
of Christ." The subject of these memoirs wm 
not fitted for the tirst oi second of these offices; 
.but otheia were open to him for which ha nu 
peculiarly fitted; and hereby he was fiirnished 
with the opportunity of nvailing those who 
shall " shine as the stars for ever and ever ;" and 
ihe church became possessed of one of the most 
active and serviceable agents ever employed in 
building her walls or beautifying her palaces. 
To late a brief and connected view of the 
principal features of his active and useful cha- 
racter in the church of God : — He often gave a 
word of exhortation. This was a door of uae- 
fulness which was open to him, and into whiek 
he entered, from a strong sense of duty to God, 
and with a longing desire to be a blessing to 
souls. Here he was at home ) often was a re- 
markable door of utterance given to himj uid 
he spoke as one having authority. He woald 
firequently take his stand on a verse of one of otu 
hyrnns, and thence bring forth treaaurea from 
the hidden things of God. The efifect produced 
was oflen surprising. His words of fire seeEoed 
to &sten like cloven tongues on every heut 
The spirit and language of our best hynuu 
were peculiarly his own ; and in his hand they 
pierced like a two-edged sword. In streaining 
tears, and with an emphasis not to be describeoi 
bo would BQineftiinBa eK.Wm,"' O.W^ bfjbi Ood 
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that ever these hymns were written I" " With 
&ith divinely bold," he would seize on the 
helpless seeker of salvation, and at once assist 
him to step into the water, already troubled. His 
exhortations were, I believe, always sponta- 
neous. 

As a prayer-leader, he excelled in soundness 
of speech which could not be condemned; in 
variety of expression, in filial confidence, in fer- 
vour, and in love and compassion for the souls 
of his fellow-worshippers. This was to him a 
field of great usefulness ; and not a few will bless 
Qod eternally, that ever he opened his mouth at 
a prayer-ineeting. It was a means of grace 
which he held in very high estimation : He 
deemed it a branch in the system of Methodism 
to which too much importance could not be 
easily attached, by those who wished either to 
get good, or to do good. He considered that 
every member of society ought to attend this 
means of grace from a principle of duty. Stable 
piety, growth in grace, and the extension of tho 
work of Grod in the conversion of sinners, were 
viewed by him as closely connected with a re- 
gular and conscientious attendance on prayer- 
meetings. What sacrifices and efforts he 
would make to attend them, throughout every 
period of his long pilgrimage, is known to many. 
O that the numerous hosts of prayer-leaders, to 
whom he was well known, may increasingly 
partake of the Spirit of devotion which breathed 
so eminently in him 1 

As a society-flteward he was a]lso eii<&ia:^&x^. 



H8 was prompt, and diligent, and peacefhl 
The pecuniary aflftiifB of the society mnS not 
be permitted to fell behind while the matter 
was in his bands. He was neither backward 
to contribute, nor bore an unreasonable part of 
the burden himself; but urged on every oneio 
do his part ; and produced those motives irhicb 
never fail to operate where there is lovetoGfod 
and his cause on the earth : and to him Me- 
thodism was emphatically the cause of God. It 
united in itself every thing that was dear to him. 
He lovod the doctrines, the discipline, the mia- 
isters, the economy of Methodienri in all ita 
bearings and relationa. Disputes, and changes 
and divisions he had olieD witnessed ; but 
soch things never in the least degree moved 
him: With his whole heart, in life and death 
he adhered to the doctrines, discipline, and min- 
istry which formed the instrument that God had 
rendered so effectual in rescuing his soul from 
sin, and misery, and hell, and constituting him 
an heir of glory, and a possessor of " righteous- 
ness, peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost." la 
attending quarterly-meetings he occasionally 
lamented the great want of a peaceable dispo- 
sition of mind so apparent in some. His own 
spiritual remarksand exhortations on these occa- 
sions were sometimes attended with a blessed 
unction from above. It was at a quarteily-meet- 
ing held in this town about twenty years agOi 
after witnessing the gracious effect of some ob- 
hger rations which he made on the deep thrnpof 
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te make himself and the great things of 
which he spoke, more generally known among 
the societies. This eminently devoted and use- 
nil mimster did not live to see how fally, from 
that time, my &theT acted in accordance with 
his pious suggestion. 

As a chapel-trustee he also rendered himself 
OBefhl in promoting the interests of the church 
of Christ. Trustees are a class of men not so 
prominent as some others in our economy ; hut 
they fill an office of infinite importance to the 
stability and extension of the body, being legally 
constituted the guardians of the purity of the 
ministry, the privileges of the con&fregation, and 
the property of the Connexion. They often have 
mnch toil and much pecuniary responsibility; for 
(he reward of which they can only look to the 
resurrection of the just, and to tne conscious- 
ness which they have within their breasts that 
they are personally contributing to the happi- 
ness of their neighbours, and to the upholding 
of the cause of Christ and his ministry in the 
earth. In his own narrative we have seen 
what part my fether took in this good work. 
In addition to the ordinary features in this work 
of benevolence, he had tne honour and happi- 
ness of taking the special lead in the erection 
of the first chapel for the benefit of that society 
and congregation of which ho was the nursing- 
&ther so many years. 

As a class-leader he was deservedly held in 
the highest estimation. It was an office exactly 
to his taste, and for the discharge o( \X^ \\!&^^ 
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he had qualificationa of no common order. He 
is an insUtQce of the wisdom exemplified by iha 
founder of Methodism io eiDploying such a 
class of men in gathering and building up the 
church of God. Few men, however gseaX 
might be their attainrrtenis in theology and di- 
vinity, covild excel or even equal him bere, 
Within the sphere of the class-meeting he waa 
a wise mnsier-builder ; and how eager, inquir- 
ing souls were to profit by hini in this means of 
grace, is well known lo thousands. In many 
places when it was known that he was lo meet 
a class and the room admitted of it, crowds from 
other clasaes would come to listen to his deep, 
experimental instructions, and to catch the fire 
of his spirit. His visit to a society was often 
regarded as a sirl of era; for the expectation of 
iho people, and the fervour of his soul, when they 
met "loirelher in one place with otic accorii," 
often conspired to bring more than ordinary in- 
iluenceB from above. He was never harsb in 
meeting a class, but he would hleud great fide- 
lity with fervent, mehing compassiou; so thai 
however close he came, he would rarely give 
ofience. In an early part of my Christian life, 
I remember be once remarked to me, in refer- 
ence to a member of his class whose unsadAc- 
tory conduct and experience had given him 
much pain, " I can speak to him without much 
difficnlly when I come to him with my own 
soul melting under the influence of heaven- 
^ly love." Ha considered the class-meeting > 
BlVritual fold, mto 'w^i.\t:\i «:n«7j wml who ha3 a 
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desire to flee from the wrath to come, and be saved 
from sin, should at once be conducted ; because 
he knew, from fiicts almost innumerable, that, 
wit)iin the boundary of this infinitely import- 
ant means of salvation, holy desires and resolu- 
tions were more happily nourished, defended, 
and strengthened than they could be elsewhere. 
A class-meeting was used by him as a grand 
instrument to promote decision of religious 
principle ; and the good which he did in this 
way is beyond calculation. Here I can speak 
with conndence, for I speak from experience. 
The kind pressure, and the constraining love 
which he used, to get me to the class-meeting 
was little short of compulsion. I could not get 
ont of his hands. It is right, perhaps, I should 
say I was not at this time what is termed im- 
moral in my conduct; but of the immediate 
striving of the Spirit's influences upon my own 
mind I was then as imconscious as I had been 
for many years before. Yet such was the effect 
of my being brought within the hallowing 
bounos of the assembly of the saints, that, be- 
fore the lapse of twenty-four hours, I was quite 
decided in pursuit of the religion of the heart. 
I make this reference to my own case, to show 
the importance of parents and class-leaders, and 
all members of the church of God, using their 
utmost personal influence to bring" every hope- 
ful subject within the range of tne sanctifying 
influence of the Spirit and the discipline of 
Christian communion. From this mode of 
augmenting the number of our cX^sae^^ \J5\«t^\& 
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no danger of lowering the tone of experimental 
or practical piety, wlule leaders discharge their 
duty to all such as place themselves under thor 
care ; and earnestly do I pray that this trait in 
my Other's character may tell on the hearts and 
consciences of many who shall read this little 
volume. 

Visiting the sick was another department of 
usefulness in which God was pleased greatly to 
honour him. To the truth of this, the foregoing 
pages have borne ample testimony. He ap- 
proached the sick bed with such clear percep- 
tions of the covenant of mercy, such a strong 
apprehension of the efficacy of the blood df 
atonement, such a confidence in God, and such 
a compassion for the souls of the afflicted, that 
they almost instantly felt that they were bronchi 
into the presence of a son of consolation and a 
helper of their joy. By a few minutes' conver- 
sation and prayer the whole scenery of the sick 
man's apartment was often changed ; it was, in 
lixct, turned from darkness to light. Many who 
have accompanied him on these occasions have 
beheld, and wondered, and adored. I have be- 
fore me a letter just now received from Mr. T.. a 
local-preacher, at Saltash, a highly -respected 
friend of my father, with whom he maintained 
a close and profitable correspondence for many 
years. Mr. T. details several very striking 
cases of his usefulness: Among others, the con- 
version of two persons whom he visited in a 
state of deep aflliction. As the letter is very 
in^oresting and scTvesW\iVi\VWxvate hischa- 
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racter and confirm many of his own narrations, 
being the testimony of a bystander, I think the 
reader will not be displeased at my giving a 
pretty long extract : — 

" One day while our dear friend was with 
us," says Mr. T., " we took him up the river to 
Beer- Alston mines. There is a pretty long 
row of houses, occupied by miners and tJieir 
fiunilies ; and as we were seven or eight in com- 
pany, it arrested the attention of the people, and 
several of them came to their doors. This gave 
fall employment to our dear friend, for he 
passed but few without talking to them about 
meir souls. At length we amved at the door 
of a person who knew something of me, and 
pressed us to C4)me in. Your dear father, who 
seemed always to have one thing in view 
presently began to address himself to a young 
girl, the daughter of the woman of the house ; 
and he talked so kindly and closely on the 
afl&irs of her soul, that before long her bosom 
began to heave with unusual emotion, and her 
fiwe appeared the index of a mind strongly 
exercised ; but the mother wanting her to go 
for some fruit for us, she left. His attention was 
now directed to the mother, who, he found, had 
once loved God, but had lost the evidence of the 
Divine favpur. He begged her to come near 
and sit down beside him, that he might converse 
with her on the subject ; and this he did to good 
purpose. I made signs to the friends present to 
lift up their hearts in silent prayer to vio^\ %sv^

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presently there seemed such a blessed infiuen 
m the place, thnt I was constrained to pra 
Clod aloiid. Shortly the woman was so mti 
afiected, that your fa ilier said, "Let us pray;'^ 
in a very little time the woman found peace 
Iwlieving, But a more striking case is yet I 
fore VM. At this place we heard of a blacksm 
being very ill, and were desired to call to i 
him. Although pressed for time, on our w 
back to ihe boat, we inquired out this poor ma 
and found him strelched on a sort of crib ii 
little hut, in the last stage of consumption, i 
wife having gone out, he was left quite aloi 
and seemed surprised to see so many atrangt 
enter hia mean habitation. But our dear fati 
aoon engrossed nl! his attention. Walking 
to his bed-side, he said to him, ' Weil, ray ftiei 
■we are come into inquire how you are, "Is 
very bad. Sir,' said the poor man. ' How loi 
have you been ill?' 'I have been lying he 
these ten weeks,' ' Indeed : but ive are cor 
more particularly to i a quire how your mind is 
' Very bad, Sir.' ' Indeed : What is the malt 
then? * O Sir, 1 am such a great sinner I' ' 
great sin tier are you?' 'O yes, Sir.' "We

Fhe poor heavy-laden sinner seemed astonished 
It the request ; but being repeatedly urged, he 
It length consented to attempt to open his lips 
to use words of praise. Our dear friend encour- 
iged him. And though, at first, he seemed to 
utter words of praise, not from the lively sense 
at gratitude, but rather in conformity to the 
irisaes of hLs kind and venerable instructor ; 
vet, being hereby insensibly brought off from 
aimself to look to his crucified Redeemer, the 
power quickly descended into his soul in such 
t manner, that he shouted with all the energy 
of a strong man, * Glory ! glory ! glory ! praise 
the Lord!' till being exhausted, he fell back 
cm his pillow, and for the moment I feared 
what would be the consequence of his extra- 
ordinary exertions. But I was presently re- 
lieved by his again raising himself in his bed, 
and shouting as he had done before ; when our 
dear father called on me to pray. I prayed ; and 
as you may suppose, with no common feeling. 
Our friend ana the blacksmith kept shouting 
aloud for joy of heart, and the rest of the com- 
pany were on their knees praising God. Mean- 
whue the wife returned, and several other per 
ions had come in, attracted by the noise. So 
that, altogether, such an extraordinary scene 
was exhibited as I never before witnessed. L 
took him another day to see a ^oicoxk "^ Vs\^ 
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bed, and fast verging to the gTave. He conver 
aed with her, and being' satisfied ■with the sense , 
she had of her state as a sinner, and the aincerity I 
of her repentance, he offered her Christ «s a 
present Saviour ; and soon did the Saviourlalie | 
the happy possession of her heart At a mo- 
ment when neither of us were speaking, she sud- 
denly broke out into holy rapture, and cootina- ' 
ed to shout the praises of God aloud, nil, like 
the poor blacksmith, she sunk on her pHlovr 
exhausted; and, like hira, she qriickly revived; 
and we left her rejoicing iu the arms of liar I 
Saviour. I attended on her to her death, when | 
she sweetly fell asleep in Jesus." 

Thehs is another prominent feature in ihe 
active and useful department of my father's clia- 
racter ; it is his preaching Christ from hooee to , 
house. This was his forte ; and herein it pleas- 
ed God to make hioi a blessing, dislinguishtd, 
extensive, and never to be forgotten. His tnucli 1 
esteemed and judicious friend, Mr. John Boase, i 
of Penzance, observes in a letter before me: — , 
" I conceive his great sphere of usefulness lay ' 
among private families, in his relie-ioiis visiB ' 
from house to house. Here in his colloquy wiih i 
the members of the family, he would deeply ) 
search the heart, both of the serious and iho ' ' 
thoughtless ; applying with great power mch I ' 
portions of God's holy word, as were apprt^ ) ) 
priate to their cases, BJid often with great success; i 
(he results of which I doubt not many "iU 
'arisetocall \mtt\i\es«A;" V^not eaifia ' 
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jrive those who knew him not any adequate 
idea of his mode of conversing about spiritual 
ihinga. Ii was so simple, so affectionate, so 
interesting', so fiiithful, and ea forcible, that it 
gelfom faiJed to arrest the attention, and moTa 
the beat feellng^s of the heart His tears, his 
pmphasia, his appeals to the conscience, his 
fiill and manifest confidence in the reality and 
Svonh of the things he spoke of, and his devout 
Bspirationa for a Divine blessing on what he 
Mid; all conspired to produce auch impressions, 
■a it was not easy for any one to e&ce, however 
little love he had for religiotL Whenhehadonce 
gained the ear of a person, and had apparently 
exhausted all his artillery to little or no purpose, 
he would often, in the most striking- manner, 
Mfer him to the final judgment, where he must 
meet him, and give an account for the use be 
made of that conversation. Of this, some cases 
»re mentioned already ; but a very remarkable 
instance of his success in this way lies before me 
in his own hand-writing, which may be appro- 
priately inserted here. It is without date, but 
■ppears to haveoccurred about 1820. My&ther 
btserves, " One time when at Camborne, W. J. 
Kequested tne to go to his house, for the purpose 
of having some conversation with his wife about 
the salvation of her soul. When I bad finish- 
ed what I had to say to her, I did not know 
how to leave without speaking a word to the 
tenant who occupied the other "ptiAcS^VfeVwasK, 
fAundJiJmaman quite unconcexwsA. e^kim^-^^** 
pal; so alier J had reasoned ■wi\'h.\>.m^&o^* " 
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hour on righteousness, temperane*, and a jndg- 
meot to come, perceiving: that I made no im- 
pression on his hard, impenitent heart, I wished 
him well, and left him ; but sis I was shuttinj 
the door, something struck me very powerfully 
that I ought to return to hitn and e^ire him an- 
oiherwaming. So I went back, aadsaidtoiuni, 
' If you do not reduce to practice what I hate i 
delivered to you, I shall appear in the judgmenl 
of the great day to condemn you.' I as^ no 
more, but left him to his own rcflectiona Tiie i 
next morning I heard that William Mean wu 
distressed about his soul : I called to see bin { 
aud found it was true. ' Ail that you said to me.' 
says he, 'made no impreesion on my mind liU 
you relurnedaad uttered the lust words; it then 
very forcibly struck me that God had seat you 
lo warn me to flee from the wrath tti come.' Hi 
was now deeply humbled before God on account 
of his sins, and willing' lo give up all, thai he 
mi^hi obtain an interest lii the Saviour's blood, i 
I endeavoured lo show him the willing'ness 
there was in Jesus lo receive him at once; sail 
he was soon enabled to rejoice in a sin-pwdon- 
in^ God. He was a miner; and after he hsii 
maintained a vory cooaislent profession for three j 
years, he was summoned into eternity in a mo' ' 
ment, bein^ suddenly swallowed up Ji thi ; 
bowels of the earth, while at his work iti iIm | 
niine. Afler three days his body was found, anJ ' 
a funeral sermon was preached for him by the 
Rev. J. Ackerman. How mysterious are lis 
ways of ProvldeiiceV' ' 
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la seeking the salvation of souls, he was 
emphatically in season and out of season. 
WhereTer he found the sinner, in this world of 
mercy, his case was never deemed hopeless hy 
him : With confidence in God he seized on the 
smoking brand, and strove to pull him out of 
the fira This was often strikingly manifest Ji ;: 
his reproving sin. Constant success in his at* ' 
tempts to do good in this way could not be ex« 
pected ; yet his pious reproofe were often not 
in vain, even when administered under circumr 
stances most unfavourable. An instance or two 
may be m^otioned. While waiting one day 
for the ferry-boat, on the Green Bank Cluay, at 
Falmouth, a sailor who was also standing there^ 
vns heard using pro&ne language. My &ther 
reproved him ; and in his own earnest and im-* 
pressive manner^ spoke to him at some length 
on the awful consequences of sin, and the neces- 
sity of preparing to meet his God. What ef- 
fect this had on the sailor's mind is not known ; 
but a respectable woman, who stood at soma 
distance, seeing my &ther talking to him with 
^eat earnestness, was induced, from a motive 
of curiosity, to draw near enough to hear what 
was said. It was a word in season to her ; for 
the arrow of Divine truth penetrated her heart ; 
and after the lapse of some considerable time^ 
my ftither had the happiness of accidently heal- 
ing that it proved the means of her conyersion 
and salvation. 

But a case much more singular and remark- 

ble remains to he told; itia thaX ^ ^ ^"os^^

ard's being awakened to a sense of nn, by a 
strikinfi^ and thrilling reproof administered to 
bim while m a state of actual intoxication. The 
person is now a very steady, active, useful lead- 
er in this circuit The ract was first brought 
under my notice at a love-feast about twelve 
months affo, and was unknown to my &ther till 
I informal him of it I will give the narra- 
tive in J. D.'s own language, as he related it to 
me. " I was," says he, "a hard-working man; 
and, by extraordmary exertions in weighing 
ore at the mine, I got a great deal of money. 
But just as &st as I got it, I spent it in strong 
drink. I used often to be absent from home 
for several days and nights together in a state 
of continued drunkenness. On one occasion^ 
after I had been out three days and nights on 
a drinking bout, at Falmouth, my wife came 
on a Sunoay morning to seek for me, to take 
me home. Returning with her and another 
person, while passing through Ponsanooth in a 
state of intoxication, there were some persons 
coming out of a meeting ; your father (whose 
name I got to know some years afterward) 
was among the number. Seeing my state, he 
came up to me, and, laying his hana upon my 
shoulder, said, * Young man, do you know 
where you are going ?' As well as I was able 
to answer him, I told him I was trying to make 
the best of my way home. *This is not what I 
mean,' says he : 'do you know that you are 
now in the road to hell, and if you do not stop 
yoa will soon be l\ieie*l ^w&V^^&vk^ effect of 
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his reproof upon my mind, that in less than 
two minutes after he left me, I was as entirely 
freed from the effects of liquor as I had ever 
been in my life ; and, before I had walked a 
naile, my soul became so filled and burdened • 
with a sense of my guilt and sin, I was con- 
strained to see an opportunity to turn aside into 
a solitary place in a field, and there &11 down 
upon my knees, and cry to God for mercy. 
Nor could I leave the spot for some houra I 
got home with my burden in the evening, and 
after a severe struggle of some months' contin- 
uance, I foimd peace with QodV 

To these traits in his public and useful cha- 
racter, may be added another, in which he was 
eminent and mighty: that is, in his intercessory 
cries and struggles in his closet The ardour 
of desire, and strength of ftiith, which he threw 
into these holy pleadings and wrestlings before 
Gk)d in secret, were very great, and truly cha- 
racteristic of his other efforts to do good. He 
firmly believed that Qod heard and answered 
*• the prayer of feith" in behalf of others, and 
he proceeded with all his soul to act upon this 
conviction of the truth. The preceding pages 
bear ample testimony to this. In the conver- 
sion of his children, he tells us, he took hold of 
the promise, and retired to make known his 
wishes and his confidence to the Searcher of 
hearts. Here, •• in audience with the Deity," 
he hsd "power with God and with men;" and 
often did ne" prevail." There was one thing - 
tmmilable, which he ofiea ia<esQ^\Qu^'^ ^^^ ^ 
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ilie conunumon of spirit and ^miliar ttUetcouna 
which he held >vith those for whom he prayed 
much, if they were persons enjoying spirituality 
of mind. Ho sometimes spoke as tliough ha 
hereby got a kind of knowledge of the state □! 
the absent, whether depressed or joyous. Oace, 
while I was very far mstant from hiin, he gava 
tne some reason to thiak there was more re- 
ality in this matter than I was at first ready to 
admit Be this as it may, he laboured much, 
and delighted much in the duty of intercessory 
prayer I andif the " fervent eflectual prayer of 
a righteous man availeth much," it is not im.- 
likety that it will at last appear, many have 
been more indebted to his benevolent inteTpoai- 
tion on their behalf than they weie aware o£ 
Above twenty years ago, a little before the Lord 
poured out his Spirit m an extraordinary man- 
ner on the people, and multitudes were conver- 
ted from the error of their ways, I remember 
hearing him speak of the agony he felt in se- 
cret, while engaged with God for sinners, 
" The weight of their awful stale," he observed, 
" is so laid on my soul that even my body seems 
crushed with the load, and I can scarcely stand 
upright." 

One other department of useful atid benero- 
lent exertion, in which the subject of these me- 
moirs laboured with uncommon asei^uitjr, was 
his pious epistolary correspondence. Wnether 
he was herein more useful, or \f>aa iveful, than 
in any other department^ I have tp, doubt, 
many vho did not jeieoiu\jL'^\ii»i'*i' turn. wQl 
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regard this as the most extraordinary trait in 
his character; when they are informed that, at 
the age of sixty-five, his utmost performance 
with a pen was barely to subscribe his name. 
Up to this period, I cannot discover that he had 
ever attempted to put to paper a single thought ; 
and, according to what he told me in his last 
sickness, he then deemed himself quite ignorant 
of the art of writing. But he was naturally a 
man of an active mind, and was armed with 
much patient resolution in pursuing any object 
he took in hand; and the circumstances in 
which he was now providentially placed made 
writing a most desirable acquisition. I was re 
moved from him at the distance of fifty miles, 
our sweet intercourse was dissolved, and he 
longed for the ability to tell me his thoughts 
and feelings by letter. He took a sheet of papez 
and sat down, for the first time, to speak by such 
a medium; and though the performance was 
humble, yet, I doubt not, he succeeded far better 
than he expected. It answered a valuable pur- 
pose to him, and was the occasion of much 
grratitude to God. After this, when he became 
3ie &ther of many spiritual children in diflfer- 
ent parts of the county, he was moved to ex« 
hort, and to counsel and comfort them by letters, 
i Thus in the course of a few years, he had • 
; circle of correspondents more numerous than 
that of most men : And if he never attained the 
character of a complete scribe, he learned to 
communicate his thoughts, with ease and comr 
parative perspicuity, to any pail of xVt^ ^^S^C^^ 
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hand little short of elegant for an aged person. 
He put 10 paper matter enough to fill many 
volumes; lived lo see his epistles alike e^ 
teemed and desired by the humble labourer and 
the learned counsel, the illiterate seiranl-girl 
and the aecompliahed lady ; and, what waa fej 
better to him than all this, he had the great 
happiness ofknowing that his letters did good to 
soub Tiedeemed by the blood of Jesua. But 
for this unparalleled effort of his pious, benevo- 
lent, and ardent mind, the present volume had 
not existed; which, if rendered the means of 
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good to others as for aa may be reasonably 
hoped for, will, m addition to what was done 
in his life-time, fully justify hia nocofflmoa 
efTort, and be of more real benefit to the world 
than many noisy undertakings which promised

CHAPTER IX. 

On entering 1834, my dear and honoured 
&ther exOTessed a presentiment which occupied 
his mind, that he had then commenced the 
year which was to terminate his earthly pil- 
grimage. He stated that on one occasion, when 
from home, amidst the displays of the power of 
God among the churches, be was taken ill ; 
Knd not knowing how it might go with him, 
uhile looking up u> liUm ^tdi " ^^«th. to all 
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life and breath and all things," a voice spoke 
to him and said, " I will add to thy days fifteen 
years." That period was just now expired, 
«nd the same authoritative voice seemed to say, 

1' " This year thou shalt die." 
The affliction by which it pleased God to re- 
. move him to his heavenly reward commenced 
I about the beginning of August. It was painful 
* and protracted ; and to some it appeared rather 
mysterious, that one who had so long and so 
eminently walked with God, and who had in 
such an extraordinary manner gone about doing 
good, should, at the close of his life, be call^ 
to pass through affliction's furnace, heated even 
hotter than it is wont to be heated. Many had 
&ncied that he would enter into the joy of his 
Lord, by a sort of translation. When, there- 
fore, they heard of his severe suffering for many, 
many weeks, their fidth in the Divine bene- 
ficence was almost staggered. But where do we 
learn this doctrine, that saints must be exempt 
from suffering, or the goodness of God impeacn- 
ed ? Had this state been the final reward of 
the saints, instead of the arena of their probation 
and trial, there would, perhaps, be some ground 
to question the love of God. But seeing their 
stay here is but for a moment, that they are on 
their way to "another and a better world," that 
ihey are to be rewarded there according to their 
works, and that the " feith tried with fire, shall 
be found to praise, and honour, and glory, at 
the appearing of Jesus ;" pain, with grace tc 
hear it, must now be rankei «s&oiv% ^^'(^ 
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piMidiib''gifa of limim. Henee the God of 
<rar m a tdtet has Bokid down the path to ffbry, 
as to'^kal hk people tfaroagh nmeh tribouttiai 
to enter die kmgaom. In the oider of Aingi, 
and to lender them the more dedimUe and 
blissftd, caae, and feat, and gloxy* are to aao" 
ceed pain, and toil, and diahononr.

Av«. IStb: — ^I TBaterday tiasted my dear 
father in his deep affliction. He has now been 
ill about a fortnight - His disease is an in- 
flammation in the bladder ; a complaint often 
incident to old age. Alas ! " his strength is now 
labour and sorrow." I was never before so struck 
with the truth contained in these words. The 
pain is at times excruciating. It was a very 
afflicting scene. This is a dispensation whicn 
calls loudly for faith in God, both in him, and 
in those who from sympathy suffer with him. 
Soon after I entered the room he turned to me» 
and said with much emotion, " My present ex- 

Eerience is contained in this verse of om 
jmn: — 

' He has engrossed my wannest lore 
No earthly charm my soul can move ; 
I have a mansioii in ais hearty 
Nor death nor YieW «8ii t&s2il% >^^^iwfC^ 
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He afterwards told me, that, in the beginning 
of his affliction, the adversary had been permitt- 
ed to thrust sore at him. JSxtreme pain had 
bereft him of his joy, and it was then powerfully- 
suggested, that, so long as he continued in the 
body, it would no more return to him. And to 
enter the valley and shadow of death, without 
one ray of heavenly joy, appeared to him 
gloomy indeed. But whilst he was striving to 
look up for help, and to stay his soul upon God 
amidst the thick gloom of the temptation, these 
words of the Psjumist brought him very gra- 
cious relief: " Why art thou cast down, O my 
soul ? And why art thou disquieted within me? 
hope in God ; for I shall yet praise Him, who 
is me health of my countenance and my Gk)d." 
From this time he was enabled to hold the 
enemy at a sweater distance. At a subsequent 
perioo, a blessed increase of comfort was 
brought to his soul by a powerful application 
of the words of the prophet, " Can a woman 
forget her sucking cnild, that she should not 
have compassion on the son of her womb? 
Yea, they may, yet will I not forget thee ; be- 
hold, I have graven thee upon the palms of my 
hands." In nis worst moments, he observeo, 
he had not felt the slightest doubt of his final 
salvation ; but he seemed scarcely capable of 
finding language sufficiently strong to express 
the sense which he had of his unworthiness and 
unj&dthiiilness. All his hopje rested exclusively 
on the atonement, in which he trusted an 
gloried.

The sight was very distressing to those about 
him. At ten, a.m., he was seized with a con- 
vulsive fit. We then thought the mortal afflic- 
tion was past ; but, after lying in a state of insen- 
sibility about four hours, he again awoke up in 
a sufiering world; but with a blessed increase 
of the earnest of heaven in his soul. For several 
successive hours he exhibited in lively con- 
versation all the triumph of faith. With a 
coimtenance illuminated with holy joy, and in a 
tone and emphasis not to be described, he ex- 
claimed, y I have fought a good fight, I haie 
iShislied my course, Inac^ekeigt the fiuth,* hence-

Never before did 1 
hear this beautifu] passage quoted and applied 
so appropriately and ftji^lingly.

adverted to the assurance of faith, and 
Strongly insisted on the Christian's privilege to 
retain the indubitable evidence; observing lliat, 
"God's word says, ' We know thac oil things 
work together for good,' &c, ; and, again, ' We 
know uiat if our earthly house of this tabi 
nacle be dissolved, we have a building of Qi 
house not made with hands, eternal 







know.'" On a young class-leader, who was 
present, he urged the necessity and imporbmee 
of his using every means to prevent the members 
of hia little flock from resting short of thoii 
priviJeges as beiierers in Christ. Taking him 
affectionately by the hand, he raid!, with mnch 
meaning and emphasis, " My brother, be a 
spiritual guide." 

' To a young person who came into the room, 
he spoke in yeryaflectionate and affecting terras, 
entreating her at once to give her heart to Gkid ; 
biddingher to behold in him what religion could 
do : now lying as he was on a bed of sufleriog 
and death. An aged friend taking leave of bun, 
who, he feared was resting short of conversion, 
he very urgently pressed upon her the necessity 
of her more earnestly seeking regeneration, arid 
the evidence of ihe forgiveness of sins. Highly 
to our edification and joy, we now beheld the 
veteran Christian warrior in the bottom of the 
burning fiery furnace, clapping his hands 
ajnidst the dame, and triumphing and glory- 
ing in bis great Deliverer. O, it was ^od to 
be there; I would not have been absent on any 
account. Truly it was a place " privileged be- 
' yond the common walk of virtuous life, — qtiite 
in the verge of heaven." I had long seen my 
dearfether doing, I now saw him syffinnff, Xiie 
will of God. Whilst we kuelt round his bed 
in prayer, we felt the presence of God in an ei- 
traordinary manner. Glory be to God ! 

Thursday, 21st — Since Monday, my dewr 
*" has auffeiei lau^', \i'U.Vis «a\il^ Q^^H 
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and more humbled and purified. Yesterday 
afternoon, he spoke as one who could scarcely 
bear the sight of himself. He seemed to see 
so many imperfections in his life, that he durst 
not look sU it, but at the blood of the cross alone. 
" Christ," says he, " must be all in all. He 
ever liveth to make intercession for us ; what 
should I do without this?" Feeling from 
strong pain, and there being too much ground 
to apprehend an increase, he begged us to pray 
that his &ith might not fail him. *' 1" says 
he, *' that I had wings like a dove ; for then 
would I fly away, and be at rest. I would 
hasten my escape from the windy storm and 
tempest But the Lord is too good to be un- 
kino, and too wise to err. May he give me aop 
increase of feith !" I said, *' Father, in due 
season you shall reap." He instantly replied, 
with much emphasis, *' Yes ; if I faint not." 
And it may be remarked, from the general tone 
of his conversation that his soul was so duly bal- 
anced on the *' truth as it is in Jesus," that he 
seemed equally alVve to man's faithfulness and 
God's free grace. Hence, when any one spoke 
of his devoted life, he would eagerly introduce 
the blood of the covenant ; and, on the other 
hand, when the great and precious promises 
were held forth to him, he would carefully and 
incessantly remind himself and us of the cha- 
racters to whom alone they belonged. 

Saturday, 23rd. — I set uj) last night, with my 
dear afflicted &ther.

tion is BO remarkably good, though he takes 
little or no sustenance, hjs irying affliction has 
not yet made that inroad upon his strHigth 
which indicates a near approach of dissolution. I 
While awake he is generally in the attitude of 
prayer. He is increasingly jealous, lest he 
should, in his extreme suifering, dishonour God 
by any symploms of impitience. Faith and 
patience, and resignation, are graces for the in- 
crease of which he ia incpssanlly crying to God, 
He manifestly aims, with the same ardour of 
desire, and strength of resolution, at suffering 
the will of God, as he formerly did at doing it. 
But, in BuRering, he has to contend against the 
. whole tide of his nature ; whereas, in doing, he 
was following afler, and acting in accordance 
with, the natural bias of his mind. AcliTity 
was ever his element; to passing suflcrings he 
has, till now, beenacomparative stranger; but, 
in addition to his other eminent attainmenis in 
the Divine life, his Heavenly Father now sees 
h meet, before ha takes him lo his rest, to re- 
quite him to learn to suffer. O that God may 
graciously help him to endure hardness as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ, mitigate his pains, 
shorten the period of his fiery trial, and honour 
his servant in the final hour with his special 
presence! 

September 2nd. — Since the above record,

These are graces, not only unconsumed, but ' 
green and flourishing, amidst the flaming fire. 
At different times he would say, *' What a mer- 
cy, I feel no condemnation ; and as to my af- 
fliction, I am thankful I brought it not upon 
myself; it is the lot which Qod has chosen for 
me." The sayings of my mother, in her last 
severe affliction are now fiimiliar and dear to 
him: On which he observed, ** I wonder I have 
• not in past years ihoueht more of them." I 
) mentioned that several of his old friends at 
I Mousehole had been very affectionately inquir- 
j ing after him. With much emotion, he said, 
•* They are dear to me, and I suppose I am dear 
to them." I read to him the last chapter of 
St John's Gk>speL When I came to that part 
in which Christ commanded Peter to feed faiA 
stump, he rm much affoclei, «iA m^^vrft

He breathes sabmianaQ 
to the Divine will, and longs earnestly for Ui 
chanaa His esteamed friend, Mr. J, Bosses 
called to see him to^y. The interview aflbet- 
ed him a great deal While they talked over 
past and present mereies, they seemed to mount 
nififh in the chariot of Amminadab, and mr 
&ther was ** lost in wonder, love, and praiser 
But when he thought of their long, affectionate, 
and happy intercourse, connected as it now was 
with the impression that he should see the face 
of his beloved friend no more, his feelings for a 
time overwhelmed him. While he prayed with 
him, Mr. B. was deeply affected. " I felt, indeed," 
he has since observed, ** the truth and force of 
that fine sentiment of Young, — 

* The chamber where the good man meets his &te, ' 
Is privileged above the common walk 
Or virtuous life : — quite in the verge of heaven.' * 

It was felt truly to be " the gate of heaven, into 

which his happv spirit was then about to enter." 

Two of his old and much-loved fnends, firom 

pQQsanooth, also caUsA. to w(^ \sx!c^«aBlik'lnx• 
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much affected wliile they beheld him on ihe bed 
of affliction. My father also ivept much, while 
they stood weeping over him, and pressed his 
hand very tenderly to iheir iipa. Full of holy 
and abounding in hope, he gave 
3 his feelings, by exclaiming, — 

" ' My God, I am thine '. wliat a comfort divine ; 
I Wflai a blessing to know that my Jesas isminel' 



had juBt come to hand He was much interested 
with it ; and when I told him that sixty young 
men had this year gone out as travelling- 
preachers, he ferveatly prayed that the presence 
of God might go with them; and that their 
labours might be made a blessing to the church 
of God. 

Saturday, 13th. — I spent the last night with 
my father, and had much profitable conversation 
with him. Truly be sufiers as a Christian. His 
passive graces shine more and more con- 
apicaously. He greatly triimiphed and rejoiced 
in the application of that precious promise to his 
aoul, "My grace is sufficient for thee." With 
many tears, he said, "I am on unprofitable ser- 
vant; hut, giving all the glory to God, I am 
not only a witness that JTesus hath power upon 
earth to forgive ain. but also that he can cleanse 
from all unrighteousness." He again and 
again requested, if any thing were said of hii 
after he was gone, great care might be takem^.

desire that no part of the truth of God might bs 
denied, of which God had made bim a li<ring 
witness- He sinks low before the throne ; hot, 
while he falls down and clings to the feet at 
Jeaua,bytbehandofHim who rests in his love 
and rejoices over him to do him good, he is lifted 
up (o ait in heavenly places. His heart seemed 
to dance with rapture at the mention of Jesus' 
charming name. At different times, and in 
various xvays, he expressed his ardent desiiebr 
the increasing prosperily of the cause of Qod 
in the earth.

finished his work on earth, and having the hesr 
venly crown and heavenly host full in view, 
with an indescribable expression of joy and 
triumph in his countenance, ai^ with much of 
his own tone and manner when in the hap- 
piest momenta of health and strength, he g^vs 
out,— 

*' Praise God ! from whom all blessings flow,''— 

and then attempted to raise the tune. This was 
the more astonishing to those who stood around 
him, as be had not sung before during his affio- 
tion. But be could not finii^ his chorus oa 
earth, for while thus in the act of praising God 
with his dying breath, bis voice was literally 
t in deaths anii ^ua scAsiiSD^^ vod. «waed^ 
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without pfdn or ^struggle, fell asleep in Jesus. 
Just after he had apparently ceased to breathe, 
while one present was mentioning the circum- 
stance of dying Christians sometimes giving a 
Mgn with tneir hands whea they felt great sup- 
port beyond the period of utterance, he lifted up 
his lefl hand and arm, and then let them gently 
fell till they moved no more. Thus died 
William Carvosso, in the eighty-fifth year of 
his age, and the sixty-fourth of his Christian 
war&re. 

On the Thursday following his remains were 
interred in the burying-ground belonging to the 
chapel at Ponsanooth, in the same grave with 
the remains of my dear mother. For very 
many years did he look forward with pleasure 
and delight to the period when his dust should 
lie mouldering in that tomb, and his spirit be 
with God. As the day was wet and unfavour- 
able, the distance to the chapel about five miles, 
and the circumstance of the funeral bein&f known 
only in a very limited degree, most of his friends 
were deprived of the pleasure of attending his 
body to the grave. Yet, as it was, there was a 
large concourse of people ; among whom were 
several travelling-preachers, and many respect- 
able firiends, from the distance of fifteen or 
twenty miles or upwards. 

In accordance with my father's wish, his 
highly-esteemed friend, the Rev. W. Lawry, 
preached his funeral sermon at Ponsanootn, 
firom 2 Tim. iv. 7, 8, to an immenselY cto^NdsAL

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attributed, in a high degree, his pre-eminent 
ainments in experimental and practical reli- 
on. His eye was single, and h& whole body 
iS fiiU of light. He was remarkable for seiz- 
g on every opportunity of conversing with 
^omsoever he met, upon the state of their 
uls and the way to the kingdom. This was 
3 element, his forte, his special path of useful- 
ss. In the exercise of this talent, upon old or 
>ung, saint or sinner, friend or stranger, at 
ime or abroad, with an individual or in com- 
ny with many, he seemed never to faint or 
weary. He was an evangelist, who went 
)m house to house, conversing freely with all 
I sacred things, and generally pra3ring before 
! left the family. In this work of fiiith and 
bour of love he rarely gave offence; though, 
metimes, this would follow ; and yet the very 
rson so offended would often wish to see him 
;ain ; and not unfrequently, at the second in- 
rview, the eyes which nad previously be- 
kened anger would now fill with penitential 
irs. He dwelt little on speculative theology; 
I was not a man of extensive reading; he 
ver meddled with other people's matters, or 
ings which did not concern him. He kept 
>se to the Bible and Mr. Wesley's Works ; 
pecially his Hymn-Book; and nad a very 
gh esteem for the Life and Letters of Mrs. H. 
. Rogers. To these he appealed wherever 
iwent; and showed their true meaning by

To what Mr. La wry Bays of my liither's waBr 
with God, and his pre-eminent altainmenls in 
ej^iimeotal religion, I wish to add a leiauk 
or two : He certainly did live in an extraordi- 
nary manner under the influence of the teaHif 
ing light of faith. His interior eye was opened, 
and the luviaible appeared to his wonaering 
and adoring nilnd. When I met in class will 
him his communications concerning the Od 
" in whom we live, and more, and have our 
being," were vecy striking, and auch, I ihinV, 
as I have heard from no other. I can never 
forget the manner in which, at one time, he 
spoke of hia awe of (he majesty of God, and of 
his consciousness of being surrotmded by the 
Divine presence: As if crushed beneath the 
weight of glory, amidst streamiag tears of joy, 
he exclaimed, " O what a being God UF' IB 
bis walk it is evident God drew very near to 
him, and treated him with the condescension, 
the confidence, and the familiarity of one whom 
he called his "friend." This is abundantly 
manifest from vaiious records in the preceding 

nmenls in Christian esperienco ats 
justly characterized as " pre-eminent." "" 
^>eaidag on this su!bjec^,'«l\k.b. U. douhtU 
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oot of the matter, he was ever at home: This 
well known to tens of thousands. Our larger 
»T&-feasts furnished him with fine opportuni- 
for pouring forth (he fulnesa of his warm 
rt. Never did this feivourite Methodiat or- 
inance appear to more advantage than when 
opened his mouih to wiiness his good con-' 
don before a thousand witnesses. The feu 
f man, so commonly a snaie on these occaaions, 
ad here no power over him ; for the love thai 
Bsteth out fear appeared now his peculiar ele- 
il. This gave him a door of utterance, and 
whole multitude glorified God in him. In 
general cast of his experience there was 
U simplicity and soundness, great depth and 
iomph. There was no art, nor appearance of 
was natural and legitimate cause and 
God moved on his heart; the fire 
indled within him ; then spake he with his

Tike bonoiii of a piofeeoi 
in tjie deep things of God was long tioaaeied to 
bjm. He dug deep, and brought forth treasoM 
old aitd new from tho unsearcliable riches of 
Chiist, dwelling in his heart by iaitk He laid 
claim to all the great and precious pioioisescwl 
oeming the image of God withiit ; and when , 
wkh his lips he pronounced them as desciiptnre 
qf his own experienct^ they bore the stamp and 
freshness of lining truth. Within a few feelof 
the spot where I now write, I remember his 
■taoding up, above twenty years ago, befbrea 
irast concourse in a love-feast, when he described 
his progress into the depths of holiness under 
the imagery of £zekiei's vision of the holy 
waters. His feeling, his voice, his actioa, ross 
with the subject till the eSect was iadescribabU. 
Bt<l deep experience is not always what is terraad 
happy experience : Some Christians drink deep 
into the Spirit, whoare not generally remarlcable 
for the triumph of faith. Not so my feiher i He 
felt that while he possessed a religion wbicb 
brought, him righteousness, it brought him tlao 
joy in the Holy Ghost. His religion mads 
nimhappy. That wasevidentloall ; andlhelal- 
noas and constancy of the earnest of heacen in 
his breast, added much to the interest which he 
asciled. When he visited Polperro on me 
occasion, the intelligent and eminent Dr. C, 
ei that place, wrote to me soon after in Nflw 
South Wales, and made some remarks on hti 
Mtwordinary character. He thought hiqki«-. 
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trm evanffelist ; and obsarved, that the Golid and 
cheerful happiness which he appeared habi- 
tually to possess, standing, as it did, in connex-

Tbk story of this lillle volume will now be 
concluded by a brief notice of a few of the many 
practical and instructive lessons which it la 
calculated to teach.

It shows, with the ibrce of demonstrati(Mi, 
that the Gospel offers a free, full, and present 
salvation. Perhaps these three important points 
have seldom been more clearly estabushed 
within so narrow a compass. 

11. It evinces how very simple is the method 
of salvation by faith, and how efficacious on the 
heart and life is that faith, when it lays hold on 
the atoning blood, and the great ana precious 
promises made to us through that sacrifice. 

12. Finally, it exhibits a pleasing instance of 
the powerful effects of individual human in- 
fluence, and the admirable economy of the 
Wesleyan-Methodists in bringing that influence, 
when iright-directed, to bear on human societr. 
Here is an humble individual in private li/e. 
He is determined on going to heaven himself; 
and has his heart set on the great work of mov- 
ing as many thitherward as possible. With a

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md anether, and another; and sets them in 
motion towards the better country : He movei 
from place to place, and similar efiects follow; 
Then he sits down in his little chamber, leami 
to write, and, by his epistolary correspondence, 
keeps those in motion that he had already movedi 
Till shortly, by an effort, in the feebleness' of 
age, his pious influence is found, directly, or in- 
directly, acting powerfully on the minds of 
thousands, distributed in the various intermedi- 
ate places between Saltash and the Land's End. 
But, for his personal and relative good he was 
indebted to Methodism. Although a constant 
attendant at the parish church for above twenty 
years, he knew nothing of religion, but lived in 
utter spiritual darkness and sin, till he heard 
the first sermon by a Methodist preacher. This 
ivas the immediate instrument of an entire 
ehange of heart and life. Inducted into the 
ranks of Methodism, it was quickly perceived 
he was capable of being useful ; and accordingly 
the subordinate, but important, office of cmss" 
leader was assigned to him. This was his 
place. In the service of sixty years, he never 
rose above it, or rendered himself unworthy of 
it And in conformity to the genius of Christi- 
anity, and the ag^essive principle of the rules 
of the body, he exhorted, reproved, or instructed 
all with whom he had intercourse. Methodism is 
one, in every town, in every village. Wherever
